TESTS OF MOTORS A SUCCESS 


Adlai E. Stevenson, former vice president 
of the United States, died at 1 o’clock this 
morning in the Presbyterian hospital. Mr. 
Stevenson did not regain consciousness dur- 
ing the hour before he passed away. 

Mr. Stevenson suffered a sinking spell early 
yesterday morning and lapsed into wun- 
consciousness from which he did not re- 
cover until evening. He regained conscious- 
ness only for a few moments, but his mind 
was clear and he recognized those in the 
room. 

Those at his bedside were his son, LewisG. 
Stevenson of Bloomington, chairman of the 
state board of pardons, and his daughters, 
Miss Letitia Stevenson of Bloomington and 
Mrs. Martin D. Hardin of 225 South Ash- 
land boulevard, wife of the pastor of the 
Third Presbyterian church. 


SKETCH OF MR. STEVENSON. 

Mr. Stevenson was born in Christian coun- 
ty, Ky., on Oct. 23, 1835. Agricultura! pur- 
suits were followed by his ancestors for 
several generations back. His early educa- 
tion consisted of instruction in a log chool- 
house. 

In 1851 Mr. Stevenson's parents removed 
to Bloomington, Ill., but a few years later 
he returned to Kentucky to enter Center col- 
lege at Danville. He was in school about 
three years, but did not graduate. He en- 
tered the law office of Robert E. Williams at 
Bloomington as a law student and in 1858 was 
admitted to the bar. 

From a district considered safely Repub- 
lican Mr. Stevenson, the Democratic nomi- 
nee, was elected to congress in 1874. This 
term took Mr. Stevenson into congress just 
before the historical Tilden-Hayes contest 
of 1876. A second candidacy for congress 
resulted in defeat, but a third attempt was 
successful. At the expiration of his second 
term he resumed the practice of law ia 
Bloomington. 

In 1884 Mr. Stevenson was chosen a dele- 
gate to the Democratic National convention 
in Chicago. After President Cleveland's 
election he was named postmaster general. 
It is said he did not remove a man for po- 
— ee He retired from that office in 


Vice President of United States. 

As a delegate-at-large and chairman of his 
delegation, Mr. Stevenson came to the Dem- 
ocratic National convention at Chicago in 
April 1892, and was nominated as Grover 
Cleveland’s running mate. That fall Mr. 
Stevenson became vice president of the 
United States. 

Mr. Stevenson remained out of politics 
from 1896 until July, 1900, when the Kansas 
City Democratic National convention chose 
him for second place on the ticket with WIl- 
liam Jennings Bryan. 

Following that defeat at the November 
election, Mr. Stevenson again resumed his 
law practice in Bloomington, but emerged 
in 1908 to accept the Democratic nomination 
for governor of Illinois. Gov. Charles 8. De- 
neen was reé#lected and again Mr. Stevenson 
returned to Bloomington, but did not prac- 
tice law. He was president of the McLean 
County Coal company, which has its works 
in Stevensonville, just west of Bloomington.

The Illinois woman's suffrage act of 1913 is 
constitutional in its entirety. 

The state Supreme court, by a vote of 4to¥, . 
late yesterday handed down its decision. 

Justice Frank K. Dunnof Charleston wrote 
the majority opinion, in which he was joined 
by Justice James H. Cartwright of Oregon, 
Justice Orrin N. Carter of Chicago, and 
Justice Alonzo K. Vickers of East St. Louis. 
All are Republicans. 


Three Dissenting Opinions. 

Three separate dissenung opinions were 
filed by Justice George A. Cooke of Aledo, 
Justice Charlies C. Craig of Galesburg, and 
Justice William M. Farmer of Vandalia. All 
are Democrats. 

The justices who dissented contend that 
the granting of women the right to vote is 
in violation of the state constitution. 

The majority opinion, which becomes the 
decree of the court, holds the Illinois legisie- 
ture did not go beyond its constitutional 
powers in granting the right to women te 
vote for all statutory officers, which

Acting on this advice, it is understood 
Maquor dealers in the cities and villages af- 
fected retained their leases and maintained 
their establishments, although observing the 
local option act by ceasing to sell liquor with- 
in thirty days following the local option 


’ elections. They believed the law would be 


knocked out. 

Counsel for Scown contended that the wom- 
an’s suffrage act in efiect was an amendment 
to the constitution and as such could not be 
ganctioned by law. The section of the suf- 
frage act permitting women to vote “ upon 
ell questions or propositions submitted to a 
vote of the electors,” was attacked as a 
direct violation of the provisions of the con- 
stitution. . 


Attack Title of Act. 

The point was also raised that the suffrage 
act in reality amended the general election, 
although no reference was made in its title 
to its dmendatory effect, as is demanded by 
law. 

Counsel for the Illinois Equal Suffrage as- 
sociation joined with counsel for the Chicago 
election commissioners in defending the law 
and contended that the provision relative to 
“propositions submitted to a vote of the 
electors’ * should be construed as meaning 
those propositions not covered specifically in 
the constitution. 

To the general argument against the con- 
stitutionality of the act the defenders of the 
measure replied that Scown’s attorneys 
“ sought to reopen the entire question of 
women voting and turn the clock back twen- 
ty-two years.” 

Body Blow to “Wets.” 

The decision, as announced, is admitted to 
be a body blow to the “ wets,”’ inasmuch as 
it will be-now a physical impossibility to 
get an opinion from the Supreme court on 
the direct question of the constitutionality 
of the language affecting local option for 
more than a year and probably longer. 

It has been pointed out repeatedly in the 
@iscussions as to what might be expected 
from the Supreme court on suffrage that five 
of the justices find their terms expire in

of the Seventh district, Justice Cartwright 


of the Sixth district, Justice Dunn of the 


Third district, Justice Farmer of the Sec- 
ond district, and Justice Vickers of the First 
district . 


VOTE OF MILLION FORESEEN. 

Blection Commissioner Anthony Czarnecki 
predicted 200,000 more women will be added 
to Chicago's voting strength next fall now 
that there is no question of their right to 
vote for important offices. Of the 672,349 
voters at present registered 217,614 are wom- 
en. Nearly a million votes will be cast at 
the next election, in the opinion of Mr. Czar- 


necki. 

“T am happy over the decision,” he said. 
“The only person happier is my wife, who 
insists women will help to clean the rascals 
out of politics. It means that house clean- 
ing will begin and that old fashioned home 
virtues will be brought to bear for good 
government. Many of the old time crooks 
will fold their tents and get out of politics.

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| Opinions For and Against Suffrage Act.| 


Justice Dunn Upholds 
Law’s Constitutionality 


Dissenting Opinions 
by Two of the Judges.| 


Justice Dunn, in expressing the opinion o7 
the majority of the court, takes up at length 
the contention that the suffrage law is in 
conflict with section 1 of article 7 of the 
constitution. He admits the right of suffrage 
is not a natural right and that it is one 
which must be conferred by law.. He also 
admits that where the constitution pre- 
scribes the qualifications of electors these 
qualifications cannot be changed by the leg- 
islature. 

Quoting the court’s decision in the Yost 
case, by which the right of women to vote 
for school officers was determined, Justice 
Dunn says: 

“ These two cases have established this 
construction of the constitution and the» 
have been followed vwrithout question for 
many years. The distinction which they in- 
dicate between offices of constitutional ori- 
gin and those created by statute as to their 
control by the legislature has been repeat- 
edly recognized, and the rule has been often 
announced that an office created by legisla- 
tive action is wholly within the control of 
the legislature."’ 


> ae 
Justice Dunn refers to the argument of the 


Scown lawyers who urged that in the Yost 


case the court referred to school elections 
only and that these were not “ political elec- 
tions,’ that “ school districts, board of edu- 
cation, and similar instrumentalities for the 
control of the education of the people of 
the state are of a philanthropic and non- 
political character. They exercise no func- 
tions of a political or a government nature.” 

“Counsel gives no definition ef ‘ polit- 
ical,’” Justice Dunn resumes, “and we 
know of no division of the agencies of 
government into those which are polit- 
ical and those which are philanthropic. 
The terms have no relation te each 
other, and the division is no more logical 
than would be a division of articles into 
those which are red and those which are 
round, 


~o- 

“If ever there should be an adherence to 
former decisions, it should be in cases of 
construction of the constitution involving 
the rights of citizens as declared by that 
instrument. 

“There is no higher privilege of citi- 
senship in the state than that of suf- 
frage. For more than twenty years that 
privilege has been enjoyed by women 
and the courts have recognised and de- 
clared their constitutional right te it. 
Women have been elected trustees of the 
state university, school directors, and 
members of boards of education in in- 
numerable instances. 

“By their votes elections have been 
decided, important offices have been 
filled, and important public business 
controlled. Ought they te be summarily 
deprived of their constitutional rights 
because of a change in the personnel of 
the court, because the judges who de- 
cided people vs. English and Plummer 
vs. Yost are all dead except one, cven if 
the successors who sit in their seats 
should hold different views? 

“The constitution does not change with 
the judges. 
~~. 

“The object of the general assembly in 
passing the present act was to confer upon 
women the right of suffrage to the fullest ex- 
tent permitted by the limitations of the con- 
stitution. 

“ No one would imagine that the act would 
not have been passed if the general assembDiy 
had known that the right of votng on tne 
few, and for the most part, comparatively 
infrequent and unimportant questions men- 
tioned in the constitution could not be ex- 
tended to women. For all other purposes the 
act as a constitutional and valid enactment.”’ 


The dissenting opinions prepared by Jus- 
tices Farmer and Cooke are confined to the 
question of whether the suffrage act is in 
conflict with section 1 of article 7 of the con- 
stitution. Justice Farmer’s opinion is brief 
and he states that his dissent is expressed 
with reluctance. He says: 

“If the constitutional qualification that 
only male citizens may vote can be disre- 
garded in the election of officers created by 
statute, then as to the election of such of- 
ficers the legislature may also prescribe 
different qualifications as to age, residence, 
etc. It is my belief that it was not within 
the contemplation of the framers of our con- 
stitution that the legislature should have 
power to prescribe the qualifications of vot- 
ers, but that until the constitution is amend- 
ed voters at all elections, Whether for con- 
atitutional or statutory offices, must pos- 
sess the qualification prescribed by section 1 
of article 7.” 


—-- 


Justice Cooke in his dissenting opinion says 
that if the English and Yost cases had de- 
termined the question of the power of the 
legislature to extend the right of suffrage 
to women, then he would favor revising these 
decisions. 

He considers the inroads made by the 
suffrage act upon the limitations described 
by the constitution to be so momentous that 
no decision of the court ought to be per- 
mitted to stand as against the plain pro- 
visions of the constitution. In concluding 
his opinion he says: 

“The majority opinion makes no defense 
of the English or Yost cases as having been 
properly decided as it construes them. If, 
by placing the construction upon those cases 
which has been placed upon them by the ma- 
jority, violence will be done to our consti- 
tution, this court should not hesitate to 
adopt the construction which has been uni- 
versally placed upon these cases by courts of 
other jurisdictions.

“It is pointed out that the English case 
and the Yost case have been followed in a 
number of cases by this court. While this 
is true, the basis of the holdings of the Eng- 
lish and Yost cases has never been questioned 
or expiained in any of the later cases. 

“The later cases are, therefore, of no as- 
sistance in determining this question and are 
of no weight as a@thority. The most casual 
reading of the Yost case should be con- 
vincing that the court did not consider the 
question here involved, but that the theory 
of the Michigan case controlied the conclu- 
ston there reached. 

“It is highly improbable that the court 
there meant to hold as the majority finds it 
did, without any discussion of the many im- 
portant points inv8ived. An opinion making 
a holding of such importance and fraught 
with such consequences should certainly 
state the basis of its conclusions with such 
clearness that it would leave no doubt in the 
mind of the reader. This the court evidently 
failed to do, and. we should now place that 
construction upon the Yost case which is in 
harmony with the plain language of the con- 
stitution.

"In my opinion the legislature is without 
power to Qewscribe any different qualifica- 
tions for eleators for political offices than 
tho@e prescribed by the constitution. If it 
is desired by the people of the state to pre- 
scribe different qualifications for electors and 
to extend the right of suffrage, it must be 
done by way of an amendment to the constitu- 
tion. 

“In my opinion the legislature clearly ex- 
ceeded its authority in the passage of the 
act in question, and the decree of the Superior 
court should be reversed."’ 


Kellermann of the election board. “ The 
decision is gratifying." 

“TI am greatly pleased over the decision,” 
said Commissioner Howard 8. Taylor. ‘It 
will justify Judge Owens in saying ‘I told 
you so." The whole world is on the march 
toward ultimate democracy, and the Su- 
preme court must have felt that public pol- 
icy, so often construed in court decisions, 
was at least a large factor in this matter.”’ 

Cc. H. Mitchell, attorney for the board, who 
appeared before the court in Springfield, 
said: 

“The decision cannot be accurately dis- 
cussed until after a copy is received, but 
that the women will now and henceforth vote 
for city and administrative officérs is enough 
to assure that in the near future women will 
be given all powers enjoyed by the men.”

TELEGRAPHERS WIN 2 POINTS. 


Arbitrators Allow Key Men $65 a 
’ Month Wage Minimum and Six 
Hour Sunday Day. 


A minimum monthly wage of $65 and extra 
pay for more than six hours’ work on Sun- 
days were two concessions granted the teleg- 
raphers of the New York, Chicago and St. 
Louis railroad in an award made yesterday 
by the board of arbitration which listened 
to the testimony in the wage dispute. The 
telegraphers, among other things, asked for 
a general increase of 15 per cent in wages. 

A day’s work was fixed by the board at 
eleven consecutive hours in one-man sta- 
tions, including meal hours; nine consecu- 
tive hours, fncluding meal hours, in two- 
men stations; and eight hours, including 
meal hours, in stations employing three or 


more men.

WANTED: 50,000 MEN TO MARCH 
IN THE BIBLE CLASS PARADE. 


Clergymen of All Denominations Will 
Join in Making Appeal from Their 
Pulpits Today.

The first suffrage demonstration over suf- 
frage came when the general federation in- 
dorsed the cause of suffrage at the morn- 
ing session. The action was the result of 
g fight of four years by suffragists belong- 
ing to women's clubs. It is the first time 
the federation ever has given its indorse- 
ment to the suffrage question. 

The resolution was presented by the reso- 
Ituions coramittee, making a special report. 
it read: 

Whereas, the question of polit- 
feal equality of men and women 
is today a vital problem under 
discussion throughout the civil- 
ized world, therefore, 

Resolved, That the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs 
gives the cause of political equal- 
ity for men and women its moral 
support by recording its earnest 
beliéf-in the principle of politi- 
esi equality, regardless of sex. 


“Wo Speeches Against It. 

The resolution was seconded by delegates 
all over the theater. Only two speeches in 
favor of the resolution were made and none 

t it. Mrs. Joseph A. Leach of Ken- 
tucky, who prepared the resolution with a 
number of Illinois suffragists, and Mrs. Lutie 

. Stearns of Miwaukee, Wis., spoke for it. 

Mrs. Percy V. Pennybacker, president of 
the federation. who was responsible for bring- 
ing the resolution before the body, made no 
efortto quiet the demonstration. Incidental- 

ly, Mrs. Pennybacker assured herself of re- 
election as president of the general federa- 
tion for the coming two years. 

All the delegates are not satisfied with the 
result, however. There is a possibility of a 

formal protest one day this week by the 
southern delegations. A split in the federa- 
tion may follow, according to dissatisfied 
delegates. 


_ Southern Woman Objects. 

Mrs. Richard 8. Lacey of Franklin, Ky., 
president of the Kentucky Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, was strong in her reproach 
of the action.

OHANN WOLFGANG VON GOETHE 

was born at Frankfort-eam-Main Aug. 

28, 1748. He studied, thought and wrote. 

At Weimar on March 22, 1832, he died. 

Yesterday 20,000 Chicagoans, mainly 

German Americans, stood in a drizzling rain 

through a three hour program at the unveil- 

ing of a monument to the German genius 
in Lincoln park. 

At the ceremony held on the “ auflage” 
about the statue and the gathering held by 
the women’s auxiliary of the Goethe Monu- 
mént association at the Auditorium theater 
last night the audiences were addressed by 
speakers representing the German empire, 
the state, and the city.

Count Johann Heinrich von Bernstorff, 
German ambassador to the United States, 
spoke at the unveiling with a plea for the 
promotion of mutual understanding between 
the United States and his nation. Gov. Ed- 
ward F. Dunne, Mayor Carter H. Harrison, 
and Dr. William Herbert Carruth of Leland 
Stanford university, a German scholar and 
author of national note, delivered addresses. 
Harry Rubens, as president of the day, pre- 
sided over the program. 

In the speakers’ stand Gov. Dunne was at- 
tended by his military staff. Prof. Herman 
Hahn of the German Roya! Academy of Fine 
Arts, the sculptor of the monument; Prof. 
Kuno Francke of Harvard university, cura- 
tor of the Germanistic museum, and Prof. 
Hugo Miinsterberg were also members of the 
party which reviewed the parade through 
the park of German societies preceding the 
ceremonial.

Washington, D. C., June 16.—Suffragists in 
Washington sare rejoicing tonight over the 
action of the Federation of Women's Clubs 
in indorsing the “principle of equal suf- 
frdge regardless of sex.” 

“Tt was inevitable that the clubwomen, 
representing as they do the best intelligence 
of the country, should have taken this ac- 
tion,” said Mrs, Antoinette Funk. chairman 
of the congressional comunittee of the Na- 
tional Woman's Suffrage association, to- 
night. 

“Of course it will add enormous strength 
to the wonderful forward movement and will 
mean victory in at least five states this fall.

“ ‘The indorsing of woman suffrage by the 
Federation of Women’s Clubs for the first 
time in the history of this countrty gives an 
immense impetus to the practical work for 
the securing of the passage of the national 
suffrage amendment which is at this moment 
on the calendar of both the senate and house 
awaiting a vote in both bodies.” : .

Harkin Holds Future of the La 
Salle Street Trust and 
Its Officers.

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of the Lorimer-Munday string, went into 
the custody of a deputy of Bank Examiner 
Harkin, and took its place with the Broad- 
way State, Illinois State, and Ashiand- 
Twelfth State in the list of “ subsidiary” 
banks which are suspended pending com- 
pletion of the examination of the La Salle. 
W. C. Coleman, assistant examiner, at 
night announced that the Calumet bank was 
in good condition and would pay dollar for 
dollar. He said he expected it to resume 
business within a few days. 


Southwest Banks Shuts. 

An hour later the Southwest Savings bank, 
@ private concern at 4010 West Twenty-sixth 
street, was closed through an involuntary 
bankruptcy petition filed in the federal court. 
Louis J. Krejel, the owner, had $4,000 in 
cash at the Lorimer-Munday inetitution, and 
when he couldn't get it he had to shut up 
shop. Its deposits ran around $35,000. 

United States District Attorney James H. 
Wilkerson was directed by Federal Judge 
Carpenter to investigate thoroughly the con- 
ditions surrounding the suspension of the 
La Salle Street bank, with the purpose of 
conserving a deposit of $136,700 of trust 
funds ina bankruptcy proceeding against the 
Kellogg-Mackay company, secured only by 
a $50,000 bond issued by the Illinois Surety 
company. 


“ Hopeful for Smaller Banks, 
Bank Examiner Harkin, while entirely 
pessimistic regarding the La Salle Street 
bank, continued to be hopeful concerning the 
«chances of the smaller banks involved to re- 
open. 
“ The figures printed this morning in THE 


TRIBUNE as to the deposits of the smaller. 


banks at the La Salle Street Trust and Sav- 
ings bank I find to be substantially correct,” 
Mr. Harkin said. ‘‘ The State Bank of Calu- 
met’s account was not quite #o large as was 
published. If it develops this money can be 
returned to the outlying banks or that the 
La Salle’s assets are ample to cover the total 


» there should be a strong probability the 


smaller banks will be able to reopen without 
great delay. 

“I have not seen the reports of the exam- 
iners who were placed in charge of the small- 
er banke and cannot say with accuracy what 
is their exact condition, but I am not pessi- 
mistic and am hoping for the best, both for 
the bank officials and stockholders and for 
the depositors.” 


Reticent on Notes and Securities. 
Mr. Harkin declined to make any state- 


= _ Ment as to the condition of the La Salle 


Street bank’s assets with respect to notes 


“That will have to come from Auditor 
Brady after my report is turged over to him,” 
he said. 

Mr. Harkin said he had in preparation a 


-list of former depositors who had made 


heavy withdrawals of their accounts, partic- 
ularly since June 1. The general trend of 
opinion up and down La Salle street was 
that the “run ’’ thus caused, extending over 
a ten days’ period, really had precipitated 
the tie up of the bank’s affairs. 

“The list will include men and firms,” Mr. 
Harkin said, ““who either were or are big 
Gepositors. If the deposits of some have 


been withdrawn lately these men probably ‘an examination. 
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| the money was withdrawn.” 


Bankers who have observed developments 
did not attach importance to the statement 
credited to Mr. Munday: ; 

“Sure as God is my judge we will pay our 
depositors dollar for dollar.” 

The difficulty between the assertion and 
accomplishment is regarded as being lack of 
dollars, either in the assets of the bank or 
available through an assessment on the 
stock. 

The best opinion to date is that the “ stuff" 
in the bank will not sell for sufficient to pay 
more than 40 cents on the dollar of deposits, 
and when this is dispoeed of there will remain 
the stock, $1,000,000, liable for an assessment 
to the extent of the par value of the shares, 
or $1,000,000. 


Stockholders May Dodge Issue. 

But the history of previous bank failures 
in Chicago shows that raising money by a5- 
sessing’ stockholders of defunct banks has 
not proved the means of clearing off indebt- 
edness to depositors. For some reason the 
stockholder feels that when he has lost all 
the money he haa invested in the shares of a 
bank he has done his full duty by the man- 
agement and depositors, and long before an 
assessment is levied he begins to take steps 
for the conservation of his remaining wealth 
that result in its disappearance a good while 
before the assessment can be collected. 

For this reason bankers predict that an 
assessment on the stock of the la Bailie 
Street Trust and Savings might not bring 
forth sufficient returns to pay the debt to de- 
positors. 


Stockholders Are Reticent. 

Stockholders in the four banks closed on 
Friday were grudging in their comment. 
They preferred to await the report of the 
bank examiner, which would determine the 
issue of their liability. 

The revised statutes of Illinois provide as 
follows: 

*“ Every shareholder in any bank or bank- 
ing association organized under the provis- 
ions of this act shall be individually respon- 
sible and liable to its creditors, over and 
above the amount of stock by him or her held, 
to an amount equal to his or her respective 
shares so held, for all liabilities accruing 
while he or she remains such a shareholder.”’ 

John F. Jelke, millionaire oleomargarine 
manufacturer, and W. J. Moxley, former 
manufacturer, both large shareholders in the 
La Salle Street bank, said they had given 
the question little consideration, but were 
hoping for the best. Emil W. Zinser, direc- 
tor and shareholder in the La Salle Street 
and the Broadway bank, said: 

“The stockholders of the La Salle street 
bank may be assessed on their stock. Things 
look bright for the Broadway bank, and an 
assessment may not be necessary.” 


Hangs on Report of Examiner. 

Elbridge Hanecy, stockholder and formerly 
a director of the downtown bank, said noth- 
ing could be predicted until the report of the 
examiner was completed. Horace A. Good- 
rich, who, with his wife, owns 100 shares of 
the stock of the Illinois State bank, said he 
expected no assessment on the stock of that 
bank, 
E. J. Potts, shareholder in the La Salle and 
Ashland-Twelfth banks, and vice president 
of the latter, presided over a meeting of the 
directors which lasted most of the day, and 
predicted the report of the examiner would 
result favorably for the stockholders. 


‘Discredit to State Examination. 

What is regarded by local bankers as a 
bad feature of the failure is the discredit 
which, for the time being. it will bring upon 
state examinations. If a bank regularly 
examined by state authorities could get into 
and continue in the condition of the La Salle 
Trust and Savings, then, it is feared, the 
public will question the value of an exam- 
ination by the state auditor. 

A good many of the banks themselves agree 
that state supervision, as exercised over the 
La Salle Street Trust, has ended in failure. 
And what the public will not understand is 
that a bank is good not because it is exam- 
ined, but because of the character of those 
conducting it. 


Always Open to Scrutiny. 
Also, so far as state banks in Chicago are 
concerned, all the large ones and most of the 
small ones are under the supervision of the 


ri@Monroe. 


Chicago Clearing House association, which 
employs its own examiner, who is free from 
any political affiliations. 

The authority of this examiner to go into 
the banks is voluntarily granted by the 
banks themselves.

Walsh bank failure there has been no failure 
of any bank connected with the clearing 
house. 


Outside of Other Banks. 

The Munday-Lorimer bank never had any 
business standing among local banking in- 
stitutions. . 

While this was public information, its im- 
portance was not appreciated by those un- 
familiar with the meaning behind such busi- 
ness ostracism. 

Any bank, properly conducted—that is, 
properly conducted in the opinion of the 
Clearing House association—may enjoy the 
privileges of that organization. 

These privileges were not open to the Mun- 
day bank. The Corn Exchange National hes 
befriended it in a business way to the extent 
of accepting from it a deposit of cash and 
checks to an amount of about $100,000. Such 
a deposit enabled the La Salle Street Trust 
to draw its check on the Corn Exchange 
and exchange the same for checks drawn 
upon it by its own depositors and deposited 
with other banks. 

None of the local banks could put a check 
on the La Salle Street Trust through the 
clearings, but when it had been exchanged at 
the La Salle Street Trust for a check on the 
Corn Exchange the latter would be accepted 
at the clearing house. In the last few days, 
however, the banke insisted upon their 
checks drawn on the Corn Exchange being 
certified and finally they demanded cash of 
the Munday bank itself. 


Tried to Help Munday Bank, 
Several days before the La Salle was closed, 
a banker friend of the institution made an 
effort to help the concern by securing the 
hypothecation of its most promising bills re- 
ceivable. He told his friends that after 
looking over the notes and commercial paper 
he could figure out about $750,000 that was 
good. As to the value of the remaining he 
professed ignorance. 

Up to the close of the market yesterday 
there were no bids for stock of the La Salle 
Street Trust and Savings bank, though the 
shares were offered at 60. It is thought that 
a bid might be secured at a price consider- 
ably under the offered quotation. There 
have been, however, no sellers publicly an- 
nouncing their willingness to dispose of their 
holdings at a price under the figure named. 

George Georgacakis, owner of a fruit store 
across the street from the Ashland-Twelfth 
street bank, has a sign in his window 
that reads: 

“Will redeem all pass books and pay 80 
cents on the dollar.”’ 

At 8 o'clock last night he had paid out 
$3,000 and taken in eighty-five books. 

Max Levitan, whose name appeared in the 
report of June 3 asa director of the Ashland 
and Twelfth bank, is not, and has not been 
a director in this bank since March 15, 1914, 
according to his attorney, L. F. Jacobson.

FEARS NO CHICAGO TROUBLE. 
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SENDS FOR FUNDS 


Munday Institution at Marine 
Forced to Send to St. Louis 
to Prevent Run. 


CHICAGO WRECK RESULT. 


Farmers at Bethalto Elect New 
President to Allay Feel- 
ing in Town. 


St. Louis. Mo., June 18.—[Special. ]}—Highty- 
one years old and suddenly confronted with 
a situation of which he was entirely inno- 
cent, H. A. Hoyer, vice president of the Bank 


of Marine at Marine, Ill., was in St. Louis | 


today to get funds to tide over the with- 
drawal of deposits from his institution as a 
result of the closing in Chicago of the La 
Salle Street Trust and Savings bank. 

The Bank of Marine is one of the four banks 
in Madison county of which C. B. Munday. 
vice president of the Chicago concern, is the 
head. The one embarrassed most today by 
the incident of the previous day in Chicago 
was the Bank of Marine. 

This was expected, as there had been an 
upheaval over a question of policy in this 
bank ninety days ago, which resulted in the 
withdrawal of some of its officers, and the 
starting of a new bank. 


Vault Gong Arouses Town. 


« In order that they might get outside aid 


the officers opened the bank at 7 a. m. to- 
day, instead of at 9. There isan electric sig- 
nal which does not ring at the usual opening 
hour, but does when the vaults are opened 
at the unusual hour, and its clangor on Sat- 
urday morning aroused the town and drewa 
crowd. 

Mr. Hoyer and two directors went to Ed- 
wardsville, where they consulted with local 
bankers and were advised that they could 
procure ample fundsin St. Louis. They came 
here, got a supply of currency, and reached 
Marine at 3 o’clock this afternoon. 


Was About to Open Amother Bank. 

It was learned today that Munday was 
about to open another bank on the east side 
at Pierron to be known aS the State Bank of 
Pierron. It has been incorporated and the 
stock, amounting to $25,000, was to be al- 
lotted next week. Munday had a large block. 
The officers are: E. L. Knebel, president, 
and J. F. Cannon, cashier. The latter had 
transferred from the Smithboro bank. Kne- 
bel said that the closing of the La Salle 
Street bank probably would delay the open- 
ing of the State Bank of Pierron. 

Munday’s associates today forced him out 
of the first bank with which he ever was 
connected. It was the Farmers’ bank at 
Bethalto, which he organized in 1904 and 
which has deposits of $130,000. 


Replace Munday as President. 

A run started on the Bethalto bank this 
morning, and after it had progressed for 
some time the officers wired the situation to 
Munday in Chicago. He telegraphed his 
resignation as president, and the board of 
directors immediately convened anu selected 
Jervis Richards for the place. John Neu- 
naber, a wealthy farmer, who had been a 
member of the board of directors, was 


elected vice president to succeed Richards. 
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Court Orders District Attorney 
to Protect Trust Fund. 


BONDED FOR ONLY $50,000. 


Demand for Payment of $186,700 Will 
Be Made Tomorrow. 


Federal Judge Carpenter yesterday di- 
rected District Attorney Wilkerson to take 
steps to protect a trust fund of $136,700 on 
deposit in the closed La Salle Street Trust 
and Savings bank. The fund is a part of 
the assets of the Kellogg-Mackay company 
of 408 West Eighteenth street, operating 
under the trusteeship of former Mayor Fred 
A. Busse. 

The fund is protected only by a bond of 
$50,000 executed by the Illinois Surety com- 
pany and Charlies B. Munday, vice president 
of the closed bank. Signers of the bond for 
the surety company are James 8S. Hopkins, 
vice president, and Charles E. Schick, secre- 
tary. Former United States Senator Al- 
bert J. Hopkins is president of the surety 
company. He also is a stockholder in the 
closed bank. 


Action Asked by Attorneys. 

Judge Carpenter's action followed a request 
by Attorneys Edward E. Brown, represent- 
ing the First Natonal bank, and Carey W. 
Rhodes of Mayer, Meyer, Austrian & Platt, 
that something be done to protect the fund, 
which was deposited in the La Balle Street 
bank by Mr. Busse as trustee. After the 
matter wus referred to the district attorney's 
office for solution, Mr. Wilkerson assigned 
Assistant District Attorney Joseph B. Flem- 
ing to investigate the case. 

The district attorney also directed Mr. 
Fleming to begin an inquiry with a view to 
protecting trust funds in all bankruptcy 
cases in the federal courts. The amounts of 
these funds, the surety companies and the 
banks holding the money will be tabylated 
some time next week. 

Following a conference with Mr. Fleming, 
Mr. Rhodes and Mr. Brown came to an agree- 
ment as to the course of procedure in the mat- 
ter of the Kellogg-Mackay fund. Mr. Flem- 
ing advised that Mr. Busse, as trustee, draw 
a check for $136,700 om the La Salle Street 
bank and present it for payment tomorrow. 


Burden on Surety Company. 

If payment is refused by the bank the 
check will be presented for payment at the 
office of the Illinois Surety company. If 
that concern refuses to pay the lawyers will 
make a demand for sufficient collateral to 
cover the amount of the fund. Should the 
surety company refuse to act the matter 
will be reported back to Judge Carpenter. 
It is possible also that suit may be filed 
against the surety company. 

“This company is perfectly solvent and 
able to take care of itself,’’ said Vice Pres- 
ident Hopkins of the Surety company. 
“We have assets and collateral to cover 
every bond we ever gave. As tothe Kellogg- 
Mackay fund, we are liable only for the penal 
amount of $50,000. No one will claim that 
we are liable for more than the bond calis 
for.”’ 

Assistant District Attorney Fleming said 
the surety company’s liability will be a mat- 
ter for the courts to pass on. He quoted 
from the conditions imposed by the bond, 
which read: 

‘ Shall at all times faithfully and hofestly 
keep and fully account for and pay over ac- 
cording to law all deposits and funds which 
it shall at any time receive or become ac- 
countable for as such depository and by 
virtue of this appointment.”

Jasper T. Darling, secretary of the Na- 
tional Bureau for the Advancement of Pa- 
triotism and a member of the G. A. R. of 
Chicago, yesterday read a copy of the Na- 
tional Tribune of June 4 The paper is 4 
weekly publication devoted to the interests 
of the Grand Army of the Republic and is 
published in Washington. 

In the paper he found the report of Me- 
morial day exercises at Arlington and a five 
column speech delivered by Senetor Reed 
Smoot. Then Col. Darling, who lives at 5010 
South Park avenue, went downtown to his 
office at 108 North Dearborn strest, and dic- 
tated some letters. 


Chides Senator Smoot. 

One was to Senator Smoot. Mr. Darling 
registered the letter and then wrote one to 
the editor of the National Tribune. The let- 
ter to Senator Smoot reads: 

* Dear Senator—I have just read, with un- 
usual interest, your Memorial day speech at 
Arlington, as it appears in the National Trib- 
une of your city. 

“I wish to congratulate you for the big hit 
you made with your audience, as evidenced 
by the bold headlines in the Tribune. It was 
a splendid speech, full of fire and eloquence, 
and well calculated at this time to arouse 
the patriotism of the average loyal American. 

** I liked the speech very much myself when 
I delivered it two years ago at Lincoln’s tomb 
at Springfield, and I judged my audience was 
well pleased from the rounds of applause 
that frequently interrupted its delivery. I 
hope your audience accepted it with the same 
interest, which proves that a speech, even if 
it is two years old, is by no means‘ rotten.’ 


Says He Feels Flattered. 

“TI feel profoundly flattered that a man of 
your high attainments and great oratorical 
ability should see fit toappropriate my hum- 
ble contribution to the cause of true Ameri- 
can patriotism. 

“I realize, Mr. Senator, that in your dis- 
tinguished position in the national congress 
you have a lot of appropriating todo. Pos- 


{| sibly you are on the ‘committee’ of appropri- 


ations,’ which explains in a measure why 
you saw fit to appropriate my little address.

Dice Thrown for Big Prizes, and 
Women Write Chief. 


Spurred to action by complaints from 
scores of wives of factory workers, whose 
husbands have gambled away their wages in 
saloons on the southwest side, Chief of Po- 
lice Gleason yesterday started a campaign 
against “baseball,” a gambling game, in 
which wagers are placed on baseball teams, 
instead of on horees. | 


Nine Arrested in Raids. 

Five saloonkeepers and four other men 
found accepting wagers were arrested in 
raids by the chief's private detective squad. 
They are:

Crowded with Workers. 

Detectives Shubert, O’Connor, Hoffman, 
and Grimm swooped down on the saloons 
in the afternoon when they were crowded 
with factory employés who had just been 
paid off. They were packed about the coun- 
ters, placing 25 and 50 cent wages. Betting 
sheets and dice boxes were confiscated. 

Two systems are employed by the saloon- 
keepers. In one six prizes ranging from $25 
to $100 are paid each day. A chance costs 
the player 25 cents. In the other eighteen 
prizes from $11 to $200, aggregating $1,340, 
are distributed at the end of each week. The 
price of each chance is 50 cents. 

Different methods are used in various 
saloons. The most common is one in which 
the player throws three dice, one represent- 
ing each of the leagues—National, American, 
and Federal. A second throw determines 
the particular team in the league on which 
his money is placed. The team which ac- 
cumulates the greatest number of runsina 
week wins. A prize is also given for the 
team scoring the least number of runs. One 
saloonkeeper, Chief Gleason learned, cleared 
$3,700 in one week on this game. His win- 
nings for the most part constituted the 
wages of factory workers. 


Prepares General Order. 

Following the arrests Chief Gleason pre- 
pared an order which will be sent to the 
commanding officer of every precinct to- 
morrow. Each captain is instructed to con- 
duct an investigation and arrest all saloon- 
keepers in whose places of business ‘* base- 
ball’’ ia being played. Men found taking 
wagers also will be taken into custody.

It probably will be sad news, for in- 
stance, to the unhappy kids +‘> fail to 
“pass” this month, that a large number 
of public schools are to be. kept open all 
summer for their especial benefit. In at 
least a dozen buildings these “review 
schools” will be running, so that Johnny 
Jowes: can go over his arithmetic again 
and so march abead with his regular class 
next fall. 

In as many more public school build- 
ings special courses—including manual 
training, nature study, and construction 
work—will be given for c‘iildren who are 
going to be in town, anyhow, and w>-:'d 
like something to keep them partially oc- 
cupied. The Crane, Englewood, and Lane 
High schoois also will be open. 

By way of special attractions the pupils 
at each of the schools will be taken on 
several trips of inspection to interesting 
manufacturing and industrial .plants.

time, the school board has decided to keep 
open only on the four first days of the 
school week.

UT it is to the summer visitor and 

resident of more mature years that the 

soda fountain of both useful and orna- 

mental knowledge offers an infinite va- 
riety of flavors. 

The University of Chicago, which, fol- 
lowing the efficient example of its illustrious 
founder, never closes down its plant, will 
have between 3,500 and 4,000 summer stn- 
dents in attendance. Most of them will 
be school teachers from all over the coun- 
try, come to combine the pursuit of 
knowledge with the pleasures and excite- 


‘ments of a few weeks in a great city. 


The places of stich members of the reg- 
ular university faculties as may be ab- 
sent will be taken for the summer by pro- 
fessors from other institutions which do 
not give summer courses. 

Up at Evanston, Northwestern univer- 
sity also will hold a summer school, with 
especial emphasis on the schools of ora- 
tory and of music. Aspiring ladies and 
gentlemen who have a burning messaze 
to deliver to the world, incidentally hop- 
ing, perhaps, to achieve the emolu=:nts 
of public office, will be taught how to reach 
the heights of convincing eloquence. Mu- 
sicians will have.the added. advantage of 
proximity to the concerts of the Chicago 
Symphony orchestra and the grand opera 
performances at Ravinia park.

mer courses. The places of the regular 
students will be largely taken by music 
teachers from the small cities and towns 
of the middle west, who come in to sit for 
a few weeks at the feet of instructors of 
wider experience and reputation. The 
number of such normal students in music 
who will spend the summer in chicago is 
estimated by an authority at 3,500. 

More and more the summer schools of 
the great institutions in Chicago are at- 
tended by pupils who are themselves 
teachers in smaller cities or in more ele- 
mentary classes during the rest of the 
year.

IN SUPREME COURT RULING. 


Tribunal Decides That Dibelka, Hard- 
ing, Huttman, and Sethness May Re- 
tain Seats Till Terms Expire. 


Springfield, Ill., June 13.—[Special.]—James 
B. Dibelka, John C. Harding, Henry W. Hutt- 
man, and Charles O. Sethness will retain 
their seats in the Chicago board of education 
until the expiration of their three year terms. 
The Supreme court, in an opinion handed 
down today, upheld the contention of these 
members and directed a writ of mandamus 
to issue against officers of the board to com- 
pel them to recognize the four members as 
bona fide officials until June 17, 1914. 

The relators brought their actions against 
Peter Reinberg, president of the board of 
education, and Lewis E. Larson, secretary, 
to compel the officers to recognize them as 
members of the board. Before Dibelka, 
Harding, Huttman, and Sethness had qual- 
ified as members, Mayor Harrison, who ap- 
pointed them, asked them to fill out blank 
resignation forms. 

In its decision the Supreme court hglds that 
resignations such ‘as those which figured in 
this case, cannot be accepted by an appoint- 
ing official before the persons appointed 
qualify tor their offices.

“PICKUPS” FOR PARCEL POST. 


Burleson Will Start System ty Which 
Service Will Call on Customers 
for Packages. 


Washington, D. C., June 13.—[Special.j— 
Postmaster General Burleson plans to in- 
augurate a pickup service in the parcel post 
system in the larger cities as a result of a 
successful experiment in Washington. 

This service is expected to make the parcel 
post an even greater competitor of the ex- 
press companies than heretofore. * 

As soon as the plan is put into operation, 
patrons of the parcel post may eall up the 
postoffice on the telephone and request that 
a wagon be sent for the parcel which they 
wish.

In the first place, it is by far the largest of 
In fact,.it is one 
of the largest aerial craft of any kind in the 
world.

Chicagoan Charges Steel Men 
Will Profit Millions by 
Shively Rider. 


O. K."S CHANGE IN RIVER. 


Bill Validates Alterations in 
Grand Calumet; Was 
Twice Rejected.

Washington, D. C., June 13.—[Special.}— 
Charges that a joker, worth millions of dol- 
lars to the Indiana Steel company and the 
Gary Land company, has been slipped into 
the “‘ pork barrel " rivers and harbors appro- 
priation bill by the senate committee on com- 
merce were submitted to Senators Sherman 
and Lewis of Illinois today by B. N. Branch, 
Jr., of Chicago. 

The committee has incorporated in the 
measure the Shively bill, proposed to validats 
the action of these concerns in changing the 
course of tne Grand Calumet river at Gary, 
Ind., without the permission of the war de- 
partment engineers. In return for the vali- 
dation, the companies propose to give the 
government an easement over a strip from 
150 to 200 feet in width, embracing the new 
bed of the stream. 


Twice Was Rejected. 

This bill has been passed twice by the sen- 
ate, the last time on March 28, 1914, and 
has been twice rejected by the house. Now 
it is hoped that it can be enacted into law as 
a rider to the rivers and harbors bill. 

Mr Branch endeavored unsuccessfully to 
COtain a hearing of his charges by the com- 
inerce Committee and now is inducing sena- 
tors to tight the plans of the companies on 
the floor of the senate. He represents Jacob 
Kesner, Otto Butts, and H. E. De Windt of 
Chicago; Nathaniel H. Stone and Francis 
R. Hart of Boston, and other owners of prop- 
erty on the upper portion of the Grand Calu- 
met river, the value of which, it is contended, 
has been destroyed by the changes made in 
the river by the steel corporation. 

*“ The Grand Calumet once was a navigable 
stream and had even great possibilities of 
navigation,’’ Mr. Branch informed the sena- 
tors. “The Steel company has completely 
ruined that part of the river passing through 
its property. 


Left Only an Open Sewer. 

“It not only straightened the river but re- 
duced it from a width of 150 to 200 feet toa 
width of 15 to 25 feet. The portion of the bed 
of the stream filled in, which is worth millions 
of dollars, has been appropriated by the steel 
company. The river which the company has 
left ig nothing more than an open sewer 
which could be made navigable only ata tre- 


mendous expense to the government.” 
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Busby Makes Proposition on Be- 
half of Surface Lines. 


WOULD MEAN MORE SEATS. 


Contract Ordinance to Embody 


Changes in System. 


A proposal was made to the city yesterday 
by Leonard A. Busby, president of the Chi- 
cago surface lines, to enter into a contract 
with the municipality to furnish a certain 
measure of service. 

The contract is to be in the form of an ordl- 
nance. 

Mr. Busby’s offer was made et a confer- 
ence at which were present Chairman Eugene 
Block of the local transportation committee, 
Montague Ferry, commissioner of public 
service; George Weston, city representative 
on the board of supervising engineers, and 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Max M. Kor- 
sh’<k. 


Busby Outlines Offer. 

A definite agreement as to the measure of 
service required was not reached, but Mr. 
Busby indicated he would accept an ordi- 
nance with the following provisions: 

A seat for every passenger during non- 
rush hours. 

Rusix hours to be designated as 6 to 9 
o'clock in the morning and 4:15 to 6:45 
o'clock at night. 

During rush hours the average number 
of passengers for each car not to exceed 
eighty. 

If Mr. Weston’s suggestion is followed 
there will be a graduated service for the 
rush periods. During the first half hour the 
maximum number of paseengers for each car 
is not to exceed fifty; during the next half 
hour the meximum number of passengers 
to be seventy, and during the third half hour 
eighty. The number of passengers is then 
graduated to fifty again in two succeeding 
half hours. 

In the report to the committee Mr. Weston 
estimated that if this plan is applied the 
companies would have vo purchase 238 new 
cars within the next eight months. 


Busby Explains Position. 

In making his offer Mr. Busby said: 

‘“*T assume that we are endeavoring to co- 
operate to reach a standard of service that 
is practical now. My idea is that the or- 
dinance should contain a clause that it must 
be accepted by the company. This would 
constitute an estoppal against the ordinance 
being construed unreasonable and inviolate 
by the courts. I think we should be able to 
agree on a proposition that the company can 
accept. Then, if we accept the ordinance, 
and the provisions are not complied with, it 
will be no defense to say that the provisions 
are unreasonable.’ 

‘The idea is a good one,”” said Mr. Kor- 
shak. “In a contract ordinance the ques- 
tion of unreasonableness should not be 
raised. The ordinance ought to provide for 
a penalty.”’ 

‘“T have no objection to that,” said Mr. 
Busby.

Mrs. Kennedy opened the place a year 
ago.. Neighbors began to complain three 
months ago, and Miss Zilpha M. Guilfoil of 
Riverside, probation officer of the Juvenile 
court, kept it under surveillance. Other or- 
ganizations, including the Oak Park board 
of health, also began an investigation. More 
complaints reached the police a week ago. 

Miss Kate Klipp of Oak Park essayed the 
role of detective. She obtained work in the 
house as a maid. She compiled a report 
which she submitted on Friday to the Rev. 
Charles Virden, superintendent of the state 
department of vistitation of dependent, 
neglected, and delinquent children, at Spring- 
fieid. 

Dr. Virden obtained a warrant for Mrs. 
Kennedy’s arrest and she was taken into 
custody. The fifteen babies were found half 
starved and sickly. Most of them are the 
children of residents of Chicago, who placed 
them in the home either to avoid responsi- 
bility or because of lack of time to care for 


| them. 


Shortage of Clothes. 

“ None of the babies had had proper care 
or feeding,’’ said Dr. Albert F. Storke of 
the Oak Park board of health. “ Many of 
them had no dry clothing and there were no 
dry garments to be had. In fact, there were 
hardly enough garments for all the babies tn 
the place. In order to save more of them 
from contracting diseases we had to buy 
forty yards of material and make clothes 
for them. The place was so filthy that it 
wasn't fit for any one to live in, much less s 
baby.”

One of the first to welcome Colonel Roose- 
welt was the Archbishop of Canterbury, who 
had traveled on the same train and who 
greeted him on the platform. 


Will Not Discuss Politics. 

** My visit to England is purely a social and 
@cientific one. I have come here to lecture 
before the Royal Geographical society en the 
g@ubject of my discoveries and auventures in 
Brazil and also to meet friends. I will not 
@iscuss politics—either American, English, 
or French.” 

This was the reply of Col. Roosevelt to a 
bumbardment of questions from a score of 
newspaper men for whom he held an informal 
reception at Lieut. Col. Lee’s London resi- 
dence. 

The colonel was questioned on every possi- 
ble subject from the controversy aroused in 
connection with his discovery of a river in 
Brazil to the passage by the American senate 
of the Panama tolls exemption repeal bill 
and the prospects of his candidacy for the 
g@cvernorship of New York state. His reply 
in each instance was ‘“‘I have nothing to 
gay,” or “No! You may not expect a state- 
ment from me,” which was his answer as to 
whether he was going to issue a statement .

Washington visitors started when elder- 
ly men shouted ‘‘ Tommy ” at the president.

Once or twice he was 
called “‘doctor” by some who knew him 
as president of Princeton and many hailed 
him as “‘ governor.”’ 

The climax of the celebration came with 
the parade of the alumni, several thousand 
strong, from the campus to the baseball field 
to see Princeton play Yale. 


Walks Mile to Ball Game. 

The president walked nearly a mile along 
dusty roads behind a blaring band and be- 
neath a hot sun, but all the way his face 
was wreathed in smiles, for the march was 
one continuous cheer for him. As his class 
swung out on the field preceded and followed 
by other classes, dressed in every conceiv- 
able costume from sailor suits to patriotic 
outfits, the thousands of spectators rose 
and cheered. He circled the field once with 
the parade and then went to his section. 

The president rooted hard for Princeton 
and was disappointed when Yale won the 
game. He asked many questions about the 
team and joined in the college songs and yells. 

Prior to the game the president took lunch 
at ‘79 quarters. Dr. C. T. Grayson, the pres- 
ident’s naval aid and physician, was made 
an honorary member of ‘79. 


Silliman Among Guests. 

Others who took part in the celebration 
were Justice Pitney of the United States Su- 
preme court, Senator Pomerene of Ohio, J. 
R. Silliman, vice consul at Saltillo, Mexico, 
and William F. McComb, chairman of the 
Democratic national committee. 

Secretary of the treasury and Mrs. McAdoo, 
who came to Princeton with the president, 
visited friends. 

During the day and evening the president 
managed to shake hands with several police- 
men and other townspeople whom he knew.

PAID TO COMMIT CRIME? 


McKenna Charges “‘The Furies”’ 
Perpetrate Outrages for $10 
a Week or. Less. 


LONDON, June 13.—Queen Mary has de- 
cided in case of further suffragist demonstra- 
tions in the vicinity of royalty to quit Lon- 
don abruptly and leave King George to finish 
the season alone, according to a source in 
close touch with the court and the govern- 
ment, 

The queen is represented as being ina state 
of nervous tension as to when and where the 
next suffragist will appear. She, it is said, 
has not the intention of allowing her exist- 
ence to be made unhappy by those she habit- 
ually calls the “ furies.’’ 

Should the queen be forced to carry her 
threat into execution, the step will create an 
unparalleled social sensation. 


Heckle the Home Secretary. 

*“ Will Reginald McKenna, the home secre- 
tary, suffer or die for $10 a week?" This is 
the question put by the Women’s Social and 
Political union, the militant suffragist organ- 
ization, ina statement issued today in answer 
to Mr. McKenna’'s speech in the house of 
commons on Thursday. 

To this the secretary replied: 

“Many of these women are hysterical 
fanatics who are possessed of a courage that 
would risk anything. Many of them wantto 
die to gain what they believe to be martyr- 
dom. Advertisement of their acts is a thing 
they desire above all.” 

Mr. McKenna added that some of the wom- 
en were paid from $7.50 to $10 a week to com- 
mit crimes. 


View Charge with Contempt. 

The officials of the militant society say they 
view with contempt the assertion that women 
are paid for making militant protests and 
claim that the absurdity of the charge is 
proved by Mr. McKenna‘s admission that 
women suffer acutely and are prepared to die 
for the cause. 

A fine of $75 was inflicted today on Arthur 
Barnett, clerk to the attorney for the Wom- 
en's Social and Political union, who pleaded 
guilty to the charge of conveying into Hollo- 
way jail drugs for the purpoee of making the 
suffragist prisoners violently sick after they 
had been forciby fed so as to obtain their dis- 
charge. 

Mr. Bodkin, counsel for the government, 
declared that previous to the introduction of 
drugs there had been no symptoms of sick- 
ness shown by any prisoner after forcible 
feeding.

Denies Trade Commission Bill Means 
“Business Inquisition.” 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., June 13.—[Special.]— 
The criticism of the pending Democratic 
anti-trust legislation in the senate has 
reached such a volume that the administra- 
tion leaders have been compelled to adopt 
defensive tactics. 

In reporting to the senate today the com- 
mitee substitute for the Covington trade 
commission bill, passed by the house, Chair- 
man Newlands issued a statement praising 
the measure and declaring unfounded the 
criticisms leveled at it by business men 
throughout the country. 


“No Business Inquisition.” 

Senator Newlands denied specifically that 
under the terms of the proposed law the pow- 
ers of investigation conferred upon the com- 
mission would lead to a “ business inquisi- 
tion.”” He said that while the commission 
will be clothed with authority to investigate 
any corporation it would limit itself to in- 
quiries into the affairs of certain designated 
classes of companies, which make up the 
category generally known as “ big business.”’ 


Legal Limitation Unwise? 

The senator believes it unwise to limit by 
law the jurisdiction of the commission to 
big business, even to the extent provided 
in the Covington bill. Several amendments 
providing such limitations, however, will 
be offered on the floor of the senate and 
vigorously supported by the Republicans 
and Progressives and by some Democrats. 

Chairman Webb of the house judiciary 
committee, in a formal statement today, ad- 
mitted that the labor exemptions of the 
Clayton bill give the unions no legal rights 
not now recognized by the courts. The pri- 
mary boycott is legal, he said, but not the 
secondary boycott.

Gibbons Offers Bill Authorizing 
New Parole Powers. 


IN ANNUAL STATEMENT. 


Also Recommends Amendment to the 
State Constitution. 


In his twentieth annual statement to the 
chief justicé and the justices of the Supreme 
court, Circuit Judge John Gibbons offers a 
bill for legislative enactment authorizing 
courts of record’ to suspend sentence and 
parole adults guilty for the first time of lar- 
ceny, embezzlement, forgery, or burglary of 
a place other than a dwelling. 

A similar bill was proposed for enactment 
by Judge Gibbons during his first term of 
gervice on the bench, he says in his annual 
statement, but the bill, after paseage .Dy 
the legislature, was vetoed by the governor 
because he considered it unconstitutional. 


Cites New York Case. 

‘‘A point similar to that made by the gov- 
ernor,” Judge Gibbons stated, “has been 
passed upon favorably by the Court of Ap- 
peals of New York.” 

Judge Gibbons a:so recommends an amend- 
ment to the constitution which would pro- 
vide that three-fourths of the members of 8 
jury in all civil cases reaching a verdict 
would make the verdict legal. 

Judge Gibbons also suggests appeals from 
the Appellate court to the Supreme court, 
where the former court reverses a case for 
errors of law. 


Would Save Time. 

“Such a course,” he declares, “‘in some 
instances, would result in saving of time and 
money for the reason that if the Supreme 
court would adopt the view of the law ex- 
pressed by the trial court instead of that an- 
nounced by the Appellate court the necessity 
for another trial would be obviated.” 

Another suggestion of Judge Gibbons is a 
law providing the determining by lot the 
places on the judicial ballot of candidate 
judges.

LONDON, June 4.—The extreme interest. 
attaching to the range of old Tudor build- 
ings hidden behind Wren's Colonnade in the 
Clock court at Hampton court has long 
been known to those who have searched into 
the history of the palace. For, apart from 
the mullioned windows, the linen fold panel- 
ling, and the beautiful ceilings to be seen in 
them, it has been suspected for some time 
that systematic investigation would reveal 
Many other features of artistic and archi- 
tectural value. This surmise has been amply 
verified. 

The range consists, in the main, of a suite 
of private apartments, held by “ grace and 
favor’ of the sovereign, forming a complete 
three storied, self-contained house, aa it 
were, of some twenty rooms, and as most of 
them look southward over the old “ pond 


garden,’ it is one of the pleasantest and 
moet convenient in the whole palace. 


Cardinal Wolsey’s Lodgings, 

Since 1880 it has been in the occupation of 
Mrs. Carey, widow of Gen. George Carey, C. 
B., and on that lady’s death a few months 
ago it was granted by the king to Lady 
Georgiana Peel, a daughter of Lord Russell 
(afterwards Earl Russell) of reform bill fame. 
The suite includes six or seven rooms on the 
first floor, besides others on the ground floor, 
identified in recent years as ‘‘ Cardinal Wol- 
sey’s Lodgings,"’ which one can well under- 
stand him, with his keen eye to healthy con- 
ditions, selecting for his own occupation. 

The doing up of the apartments for the 
new occupant afforded an opportunity of ex- 
amining every corner; and permission for 
this purpose was cordially given by Mr. 
Lionel Earle, C. M. G., secretary of his 
Majesty's office of works. 

The oak paneling of two entire large rooms 
has been brought to light behind the bat- 
tening and papered canvas which has ob- 
secured it for a century or more. 


Valuable Discoveries Made. 

Two ancient stone doorways, arched and 
molded, with their original huge iron hooks 
for hanging the massive stone doors of that 
period, have also been found and opened out; 
and two fine stone fireplaces have been re- 
vealed. 

Another valuable discovery has been the 
uncovering of pcrtions of Wolsey’s beautiful 
ornamenta! ceilings behind the classic cor- 
nice fixed round these rooms by Sir Christo- 
pher Wren to hide the gaps made by his ruth- 
less removal of the friezes that must orig- 
inally have formed important features in 
their decoration. 

These portions, hidden for 220 years, retain 
their original colors—as rich and resplendent 
as when they shone down on their owner. 
They will, consequently, furnish invaluable 
aid in the work of making good the perished 


emblazonments in the main parts of the ceil-. 


ings. The scheme of color is almost identical 
with that of the well known celling in the so- 
called **‘ Cardinal's Closet ’’—not the scream- 
ing crudities of the modern “ colorist,’’ nor 
the raw, brassy glitter of the modern gilder, 
but “‘fyne golde,”’ laid on a foundation of 
dark red, giving the rich, deep effect of “ old 
gold.” 


Work of Restoration. 

The task of repairing these beautiful mon- 
uments is in the hands of Mr. C. R. Peers, his 
majesty’s inspector of ancient monuments, 
and his department, while the immediate 
supervision has been entrusted to the chief 
architect of the board, Mr. Baines, M. V. O. 

All the newly revealed features of these 
rooms are contemporary with Cardinal Wol- 
sey, they are the same doorways he passed 
through, the windows he looked out of, the 
fireplaces he sat by—with their herring bone 
brickwork at their, backs, still black from 
the wood fires that burned in them from 1515 
to 1600, 

Let us look around for a moment. There 
in that quaint room, panelec! from floor to 
ceiling with a rare and beautiful pattern of 
linen fold, is the doorway through which 

Wolsey was (wont to pass into hie etate 
rooms, coming forth appareled all in red 
as a cardinal, preceded by his pursuivants 
at arms with a great mace of silver gilt and 
by his gentlemen ushers calling out, ‘ On, my 
lords and masters, on before; make way for 

There at the other end in a corner of the 
large room with that beautiful ceiling ie the 
turret down the spiral stairs of which he 
my lord’s grace!’ a 

Here the Cardinal Worked. 

used to go in the evening into his garden. 
Looking out from the windows here, we can 
gee the very spot, the path where he walked 
with his chaplain saying his office, or where 
to an@ fro he paced with his royal master, 
discussing the politics of Europe or his maj- 
esty’s “‘ secret business "those “ scruples ”’ 
of his about Catherine of Aragon and that 
want of them about Anne Boleyn. 

It was in these rooms that he shut him- 
self up, on the advice of the king, in the 
summer of 1528, when the sweating sickness 
was Taging around, closing his gallery and 
garden against every one—Henry the while 
writing him affectionate letters, begging him 
to be very careful against infection, * not to 
eat too much supper nor to drink too much 
wine,” and to také some pills which he had 
himself made up for him and which he sent 
him with his love. 

And it was from these rooms that he passed 
through thet doorway, down those turret 
stairs, and out into the courtyard below to 
mount his mule on the morning of July 5, 
1520, when he left this palace to attend the 
final sittings of the Legatine court. 

Standing there in the old doorway—bullt 
ground though it be by Wren's later work— 
we cap picture him riding awey with his 
long train of attendants through the great 
archway under the clock tower, never again 
to set foot among these “ brickie towres "he 
loved so well. ’ + @,

PARIS GIVES WAY 
TO YOUNG RIVALS 


French Capital Is Xo Longer 
Supreme Arbiter of Taste 
and Queen of Fashion. 


MUNICH AND VIENNA EXCEL 


PARIS, June 3.—The thorny part of a repu- 
tation is having to live up to it. For halfa 
century or more Paris has been inthe posses- 
sion of a reputation for taste in all manner 
of artistry, pure (the usual synonym for non- 
commercial) and applied (materialistic). 

Paris has come to consider itself the su- 
preme arbiter of taste and fashion—a tribunal 
arrogant and dictatorial, sending out its de- 
cress regardieas of the feelings of its sub- 
jects. It has assumed the mantle of infal- 
libility. There are many signs that the dom- 
inance of Paris is crumbling away. 

As with all tyrants, personal power wanes. 
The victims mutter and finaly rebel. One 
need no more than refer to that significant 
episode of the harem skirt, which Paris 
ordained and the rest of the civilized world 
politely or impolitely hooted. 


Triumvirate of Rivals. 

Paris has now a triumvirate of young and 
extremely virile rivais in Munich, Vienna. 
Berlin. I would refer especially to Munich, 
which at the present moment is attracting ar- 
tistic genius from all over the world, for 
the purpose of study and the purpose of prac- 
tice. There are over 5,000 artists—professors, 
practicians, and students—in Munich alone. 

The city is in itself inspirational. The air 
is clean, keen, and tonic. From any rise 
an Alpine chain stretches out a fifty mile 
panorama of peaks. Housing is modern and 
wholesome. In substitution for the dirt and 
disease rotted Quartier Latin, or the vice 
infested region of Montmartre, the artist 
Quarter of Munich has broad and spacious 
streets, clean and sanitary dwellings, and a 
wonderfully reasonable scale of living. 

In order to study art it is no longer neces- 
sary to live in conditions of medieval piggery. 
Hygiene and genius are not incompatible ele- 
ments, Munich has fine ancient galleries, an 
abundance of modern collections, and an 
infinity of ‘‘ one man shows,” 


Its Chief Asset Is Youth, 

But its chief asset is its sense of overfiow- 
ing youth. Munich is essentially young and 
modern. The ancient portion of the city is 
healthily being broken up and scrapped. 
The artist is not shackled to the past. He is 
not overwhelmed by the dominance of tradi- 
tional greatness. He is not tempted to fritter 
away his abilities in an endeavor to ape the 
ancients. 

in consequence, the ‘‘ Munich style” in 
pictures, furniture, fabrics, and the applied 
artistry of the home is sui generis, a vivid 
expression of young and modern thought. 
Its influence ts at the present moment sweep- 
ing over Europe. 

You can know “ Munich style " by its bold, 
broad splashes of color and its severe sim- 
plicity of line. This is not the “‘ Nouveau art " 
of the early years of the century, wriggly 
and snaky and curliquesque. It is based on 
the straight line, the square, and the plain 
circle, and it is sane and pleasant to live 
with. If you insist on an ancient analogy 
it is Grecian simplicity in a modern renais- 
sance of feeling. 


Business Cultivates Beauty. 

The movement in architecture, furniture. 
and interior decoration is not confined to the 
home. One finds it embodied in banks, in- 
surance buildings, business offices, even in 
factories. There is, for example, a turbine 
factory in Berlin which is a joy to look 
upon. There is a champagne works near 
Wiesbaden which rivals an art gallery. 
There is a recent insurance building in 
Munich which is more dignified than a great 
many palaces. 

Outside and in, down to the smallest detail 
of fitments, these buildings are conceived in 
modern virile thought. The Munich artist 
is, if it please you so to label him,commercia! 
~—in that he does not hesitate to apply his 
talent to the flelds of material usefulness. 

If one asks the name of the designer of this 
or that piece of furniture, fabric, wall paper, 
pottery, glassware, poster, show card or shop 
display, the persistent answer ig “ Prof. 
Schmidt” or “Herr Karl Muller,” the cele- 
brated artist. It is taken as a matter of 
course that the big men of the art world 
should be ready to lend their knowledge and 
taste to the materialistic demands of their 
fellow beings. 


Vienna Originates Styles, 

Dress fashion is more especially the crea- 
tion of Vienna in the triumvirate of Munich- 
Vienna-Berlin. Vienne has all the daring 
and chic for which Paris has gained its rep- 
utation, plus the virility of youth. It is 
claimed, with seeming reason, that nowhere 
else in Europe are there such artiste in the 
“tailor made.” 

The new fabrics for drese and home deco- 
ration which Vienna is now pouring over 
Europe are startlingly beautiful and orig- 
inal. They are the spadings-up of a whole 
anew territory of color harmonies. 

Berlin i#¢ the commercial partner in the 
trio. Here are hard-headed business men 
who are thrueting into the markets of the 
world the creative thought of Munich and 
Vienna. : 

Recently Berlin staged an exhibition of 
“German clothes” in order to prove that 
Paris is no longer the undisputed arbiter of 
fashion. 


France Turns to Invention. 

The judgment on Paris is being written. 
For half a century or more French genius 
has been most strikingly manifest in the 
region of artistic taste. That dominance ie 
passing. French genius is seemingly turn- 
ing to another direction—anechaniceal inven- 
tion. The pioneers in motor cars, the pio- 
neers in submarines, the pioneers in air- 
eraft. Frenchmen are losing one field ana 
gaining another. It seems curious to think 
that two nations can be so exchanging tra- 
ditional activities. The prosaic German, ex- 
celling in matters of artistic fancy: the tem- 
peramental Frenchmen excelling in cola 
mechanical inventions! Yet this seems to be 


the shifting of contemporary history.

TALKS ABOUT HIS WORK.

PARIS, June 13.—Paul Chabas, the artist, 
intends to seize the first opportunity to visit 
the land where his “‘September Morn” 
aroused such interest. 

“I shall not go simply for pleasure,” he 
says. ‘“‘I mean to spend a season in New 
York painting. I am anxious to study the 
peculiar intensity of New York life, of which 
I have heard so much, and to see something 
of America’s grand scenery. I cannot now 
fix a date for leaving, but shall not start be- 
fore I finish some twenty-five portraits on 
hand, as well as two large panels, ‘ Morning’ 
and ‘ Evening,’ in ‘September Morn’ style, 
for Prince Jacques de Broglie. These are 
to decorate the grand salon in the prince’s 
Paris mansion. 


Does Not Dislike America, 

‘‘T appear to have acquired a reputation for 
disliking America. When I sold ‘ September 
Morn’ over the head of an American news- 
paper proprietor who offered me a lower sum 
than the figure I placed upon it, I received a 
letter from him saying he understood I re- 
fused the offer because I was unwilling to let 
my pictures go to America, adding that he 
could not understand my attitude. 

“The truth about ‘September Morn’ is 
that I never meant to part with it. It was 
my wife's favorite picture. Therefore, on 
giving a price to the sale bureau of the salon, 
as is customary before the exhibition, I 
named a highér figure than I expected any 
one would pay—namely, $10,000, The news- 
paper proprietor’s smaller offer was automat- 
ically refused. 

‘“ Another offer of Leon Mankieff of St. 
Petersburg reached the price named; there- 
fore, to my wife's and my own regret, the 
picture was sold. 


Will Copyright His Work. 

“Tt bear no grudge toward Americane for 
taking advantage of the lack of copyright 
on ‘September Morn,’ but it has taught me 
a lesson. I have taken out copyright on 
‘The Fishers of the Morn,’ a picture now 
being exhibited in the salon, and will do so 
on future work. 

“T am now engaged on a picture of Mrs. 
Cornelius Tiers of New York. My last pre- 
vious American portrait was of Miss Wil- 
lard, the daughter of the American ambas- 
sador at Madrid. It was to be a surprise gift 
to her father, but the surprise failed, fora 
Spanish embassy attaché recognized the pic- 
ture in my studio and innocently spoke of it 
to the ambassador.”’ 


FORBIDS SALE OF ABSINTHE; 
OLD MOOR APPROVES ORDER. 


PARIS, June 13.—One of the first things 
that Gen. Lyautey, the French resident gen- 
eral in Morocco, did in taking office was to 
prohibit the sale of absinthe. This measure, 
aimed at both the French troops of occupa- 
tion and the natives, considerably affected 
business interests and steps were taken to 
try and stir up a movement of opposition. 

An old Moor to whom a trader trted to ex- 
plain the tyrannous nature of the general's 
order, took a wholly unexpected attitude. 
“ Absinthe,” he said, “is an invention of the 
evil one. On its roots he pours the blood of 
a peacock; then, when the leaves begin ts 
grow, he sprinkles them with the blood of a 
monkey; then he dips the stalks in the blood 
of a bear; lastly, he mingles with the juice 
of the plant the blood of a pig. 

“* So that when the faithful drinks absinthe, 
at the first glass his appetite awakes, and he

DUTCH PULPIT. 


American Minister to The Hague 
Preaches a Forceful Sermon in 
the English Church of Bagijer- 
hof to Large Congregation.

AMSTERDAM, June 13.—Dr. Henry Van 
Dyke, United States minister to The Hague, 
university professor, and author, who two 
years ago wrote a new American hymn, 
“America Befriend,” has been surprising 
the Dutch and the diplomatic oorps by 
preaching in the Engiish church of Bagijer- 
hof. 

It was in this building that the Dutch pll- 
gtims to America had their religious services 
centuries ago. From one of these pilgrims 
Dr. Van Dyke is descended. In the pulpit of 
the ancient church Dr. Van Dyke wore his 
Princeton doctor’s degree and black gown 
with its yellow lined hood. A large congre 
gation gathered to hear him. 

In the course of his sermon he said that 
he did not think his presence in the pulpit 
needed any apology, as there was neither 
incompatibility nor contradiction between 
his two qualities of minister of religion and 
Giplomatic minister. 

He took triple texts: “Each must bear 
his own burden,” *‘ Bear ye one another's 
burden,” and “ Cast your burdens on the 
Lord.” He preached an eloquent and force- 
ful sermon. 

Speakng of his appointmnent a year ago this 
month, Dr. Van Dyke said: “ The appoint- 
ment was entirely unexpected and unsought, 
but for many reasons is agreeable. Holland 
ig the country from which my people came ip 
1652. The influence of the United Netherlands 
upon the constitution of the United States 
has been very great. Holland was one of the 


firet Kuropean countries to recognize Amer- 
ican independence in 1781.”

Third Philippine Article. 

MANILA, May 8—Before deciding upon 
the capabilities of @ people to exercise self- 
government, it is necessary to know some- 
thing of them as regards their unity of race, 
language, ideas, and customs. 

The Philippine islands are inhabited by 
approximately 8,000,000 of people. The exact 
number is not known, due to the fact that up 
to the present it has been impossible to make 
@ complete census of the savage tribes 
scattered through the islands, and, as a rule, 
in the most inaccessible spots. 

Roughly, the inhabitants may be divided 
into two groups—one the Negrito and the 
other best described as an Indonesian group. 

The Negritos probably do not number much 
over 25,000 or 80,000. There is every evidence 
to show that they were the original inhabi- 
tants of the Philippine islands. They arg 
typical negroes in thelr appearance. In 
stature they are, as @ rule, much smaller 
than the average Filipino, who is a small 
man. 


No Tribal Organization. 

They live in the wildest parts of the moun 
tain ranges in practically all of the islands. 
They are in such a low state of savagery that 
they have practically no organization among 
themselves. As a rule they live in small 
groups of generally not more than thirty to 
forty people. Even those groupe generally 
do not remain long in any one spot. They 
are constantly moving to better their hunt- 
ing grounds, as they mostly live on what 
they can kill with their bows and arrows. 

The use of the bow and arrow is one of the 
main points to distinguish them from the In- 
donesian people, who never use this weapon. 

Probably in the beginning all the Negritos 
had the same language or dialect. At the 
present time their dialect varies more or les@ 
with each group. They speak a sort of bax 
tard Malay, mixed with a great many words 
and corrupt forms taken from the dialect of 
the nearest Christianized Filipino people. 
Due to their savagery and fear of strangers 
it is very difficult to come in contact with 
them as a consequence, but little has been 
done so far to improve their conditions of 
life. 


— 


Susceptible to Teaching. 

At one place in the Zambales mountains, in 
Luzon, an effort has —_ made to get some 
of them to settle down and undertake proper 
cultivation of the ground. It is meeting with 
sufficient success to encourage thc se regspon- 
sible to continue the experiment. 

The Indonesian people may be roughly di- 
vided into two groups—the non-Christian, or 
wild tribes, and the Christian peoples. The 
wild tribes may be roughly divided into two 
groups—the Mindanao-Sulu archipelago 
group and the northern Luzon group. The 
total of the wild tribes is undoubtedly some- 
thing over a million. The Mindanao-Sulu 
archipelago group, which consists of about 
500,000 people, occupies practically all of 
the islands in this part of the Philippines. 

The people of this group may be divided 
into the Mohammedans and the pagans, of 

which the Muhammedans, both due to their 
numbers and to their fighting ability, are by 
far the most important. The Mohammedans 
consist of the Sulus, the Samals. the Yakans, 
the Malanaos, and the Magindanaos. The 


_Magindanacs, who occupy the Cottabato 


Valley, have as a rule ‘had a sultan of their . 
own. 


Sulu Really Has a Sultan. 

The Sulus have a sultan—the one made 
famous by George Ade in his opera, “ The 
Sultan of Sulu.’ The Samals and Yakans 
are nominally under the sultan of Sulu. 
These five groups have never been united 
under a government of their own. and have 
no political unity whatsoever. They speak 
on the whole two dialects, both of which 
are related to the dialect spoken by the 
Christianized Visayans. Mixed in with this, 
however, are a great many words taken 
from Malay adventurers who have come 
up from the south. The only force mak- 
ing for unity amongst these people is their 
religion, all of them being Mohammedans. 
So far, however, this has not tended to 
make political unity. 

These people, while of the same stock orig- 
inally as the Christianized Filinpos, are 
of a far more determined character. They 
are fighters by preference and until a com- 
paratively recent time terrorized all of the 
Philippines and adjacent islands by the 
extensive piracy and siave trade which they 
carried on. 

The Pagans, of whom there are roughly 
190,000, may be divided into two groups— 
those around the Gulf of Davao, and those 
in the Agusan valley and the high plateaus 
around it. 


All Exist Independently. 

The first group consists of four divisions of 
some importance, and perhaps six of minor 
importance. None of these groups have any- 
thing to do with each other. They all epeak 
a different dialect and are in different stages 
of development. The Agusan valley and 
plateau group consists roughly of the Agu- 
san people, or Butuanes, who inhabit the het, 


low, swampy civer valley, ané the Bukid=

“Ynto two classes—the down-river ones, who 
are £0 peaceful that they have been aptly 
described as “ the doormats of the world "; 
and the up-river people, who are more war- 
Mike. The latter still caus: the constabulary 
considerable trouble. These peoples aiso 
speak different dialects, have but little con- 
tact with each other, and that generally not 
ef a friendly kind. 

The wild tribes of northern Luzon number 
something over 600,000. These people are 
undoubtedly the same as the wild tribes of 
Formosa. It seems probable that those in 
Formosa came from northern Luzon. They 
speak similar dialects and have @ number of 
other points in common. 

Defy Japs in Formosa. 

There are about 100,000 in Formosa, and 

the Japanese have not as yet succeeded in 
gubduing them. We have had but little 
trouble with the people in northern Luzon. 
There is a variety of reasons for this. Care- 
ful handling from the beginning by Secre- 
tary Worcester undoubtedly has had the 
most to do with it. 
* There is a story that the first Americans 
ever seen by some of these peoples were our 
troops chasing Aguinaldo and his party. For 
good reasons having always hated the Chris 
tianized Filipinos, the savages concluded 
that as we were fighting the Filipinos we 
must be their friends. 

This northern Luzon group has five di- 
visions—the Igorots, the Bontocs, the Calin- 
gas, the Ifugaos, and the Tinggians. The 
most important of these is the Ifugao group 
of about 125,000 people. They are the most 
numerous, the most interesting, and the ones 
who have ouilt the largest rice terraces. 
These terraces extend for miles in a linear 
direction and upward for thousands of feet. 
Toaccomplish what has been done must have 
taken not only hundreds of years, but per- 
haps thousands. 


Differ Internally. 

Tt is not necessary to go into the detalis as 
to the difference existing amongst these dif- 
ferent divisions. Not only do the main di- 
visions differ as to dialect and more or less 
as to customs, but sometimes these differ- 
ences exist within one of the main divisions. 

In addition to the two main groups of 
Christianized people, the Mindanao-Sulu 
archipelago group and the northern Luzon 
group, there is a number of minor groups of 
wild peoples in different parts of the islands. 

In northern Vizcaya, Luzon, there is a 
group of 5,000 or 6,000 peuple called Ilongots. 
They are scattered over a very large area 
and are peculiarly treacherous and intrac- 
table. They use bows and arrows, which 
would seem to separate them from the In- 
donesian people in theislands. It is thought, 
however, that they are Indonesians and have 
learned to use this weapon from the Negri- 
tos. 

In Mindoro there is a tribe called Man- 
gyans of probably 7,000 to 8.000 people. Little 


_ fa known of them as yet, as they are very 


timid and very wild. In the isiand of Pala- 
wanthere is a group called Taghbanwa. Very 
little is known about them. Estimates.as to 
their numbers run from 20,00€ to 40,000. 
Throughout most of the Christian prov- 
inces, here and there tucked away in inac- 
cessible corners, are little groups of people 
varying in number from a few hundred to as 


Many as 4,000 or 5,000. 


Origin Not Determined. 

Whether they are remnants of savage 
tribes displaced by the Christianized people 
or whether they are remnants of the at pres- 
ent Christianized people who failed to ac- 
cept Christianity is not certain. 

The Christianized people, who are the most 
important, make up probably seven-eighths 
of the inhabitants of the Philippines. They 
have been divided into seven main groups— 


’ the Visayans, 3,550,000; the Tagalogs, 1,600,- 
- 000; the Ilocanos, 1,000,000; thé Bicols, 625,- 


000; the Pangasinans, 380,000; the Pampan- 
gas, 310,000; the Cagayanes, or Ibanags, 150,- 


~ 000, 


The majority of the leadersin the insurrec- 
tion against Spain and later in the fighting 
against the United States, were Tagalogs. 
Thésd people live in and ar la and 
have been the ones who have come most in 
contact with. foreigners. . 

North of them, im,the central vaHey of 
Lugos, are the Pampangans. They are bit- 
terly hostile to the Tagalogs. The. racial 
frontier between these two peoples is very 
sharply marked, there having been but little 
mixing. 

Included in the Pampangan group are the 
Macabebes. These people for generations 
served as native troops in the army of Spain 
and were always faithful to her. 


Loyal to United States. 

Large numbers of them are now in the 
Philippine Scouts, which is a native infantry 
Organization making part of the United 
States army. They are considered to be 
absolutely loyal to the United States. Lege 
has it that some of their ancestors were” 
Japanese Christians driven out of Japan, 
picked up by a Spanish ship, brought to 
Manila, and given land byjthe Spanish gov- 
ernment on the north edge of, Mahila bay, 
where is now the town of Macabebe. 

North of the Pampangans are the Panga- 
sinans. These people are sluggish, more or 
less primitive, and do not seem to make any 
particular headway. 

Stretching from Pangasinan, in a thin 
strip north along the coast,-.are the Ilocanos. 
They are probably the most energetic of 
the Filipino people. They are the only ones 
who emigrate to other parts of the islands. 
At present there are two main streams of 
this emigration, ane aroynd the northern 
edge of Luzon into the lower Cagayan val- 
ley, and the other into Pangasinan, where 
it divides, one stream going down the Zam- 
bales coast, the other turning inland and 
reaching to the upper part of the Cagayan 
valley. 

The lIlocanos are more virile than those 
with whom they come in contact, and as a 
consequence always absorb them or drive 
them out. The LIlocanos detest the Taga- 
logs. The Cagayanes, or Ibanags, inhabit 
the valley of the Cagayan river. 


Bicols Play No Politics. 

The long southern tail of Luzon is inhabited 
by the Bicols. They do not take great in- 
terest in politics, being as a rule more in- 
teresteq in economic pursuita They are 
come in contact with them. Most of the 
islands between L¢zon and Mindanao are 
inhabited? by the Visayans. 

Besides these main groups there are several 
smaller ones. The Zambales, who live in 
the province of that name, are gradually be- 
ing driven back and absorbed by the Ilocano 
immigrants from the north. In northern 
Vizcaya, two sma!! groups, the Gadang and 
the Isinay, are also being absorbed and 
driven back by the Ilocanos, who have come 
from Pangasinan and are gradually going 
down the valley of the Cagayan. 

These different groups of Christianized 
people have two fundamental! differences. 
One is a difference of dialect, the other is 
psychological. Each group has its own dia- 
lect. Undoubtedly the origin of all of them 
is the same. The Visayans speak at least 
three sub-dialects, the people of each divison 
being unable to understand either one of the 
others. 


A rough examination of the inhabitants 
of the Philippine islands shows them to be 
anything but a homogeneous people, either 
as to race, language or customs. Even the 
Christianized people, who make up the ma- 
‘jority of the inhabitants of the islands, who 
have the same religion (Catholicism), who 
have practically the same customs and man-

ing attitude of mind; and when the capacity 
of the Mexicans to restore peace and order 
is discussed you will find an absolutely un- 
varying opinion that they are incapable of 
bringing peace to the country without Amer- 
ican intervention, 

Palmer, who has had the widest experience 
of all our American war correspondents and 
who is a thoroughly trained analyst of situa- 
tions such as now exist in Mexico, asked 
scores of Tampico men if they thought the 
Constitutionalists, if successful in conquer- 
ing the country, could restore peace and 
order without American intervention. The 
invariable answer was ‘‘ No.”’ 


Weakness of Constitutionalists. 

There was an immovable belief that the 
Constitutionalists not only could not restore 
order, but that the different factions would 
soon be fighting among themselves. The 
Constitutionalist leaders are not bound to- 
gether in unity of purpose or action. 

In the Tampico district, embracing the 
coast country to the northward, Pablo Gon- 
zales is the great man. From all I could 
hear of him he is not only a highly educated 
man but an executive and military leader 
of great genius. Gen. Carranza was coming 
down to have a look at the rich city which 
Gonzales had captured, we were told; also 
it was said that the visit was for the more 
practical purpose of getting a lot of money 
out of the rich residents of Tampico. 

This proposed visit of Carranza to Gon- 
zales was one of the chief topics of discus- 
sion while I was in Tampico and the pre- 
vailing opinion in regard to it was that Car- 
ranza and Gonzales had united against Villa, 
who was up in the vicinity of San Luis Potosi 
momentarily expecting to be assassinated. 


Americans Want to Return. 

Another topic that was being discussed 
most heatedly was the return to Tampico of 
American refugees from Galveston. 

When the Vera Cruz trouble broke out on 
April 21 there were about 2,400 Americans 
in and near Tampico. Many of these were 
employed in the great oil industries and 
had been obliged to flee for fear of a general 
Mexican massacre of Americans in Tampico. 
Two. thousand three hundred and seventy- 
eight were gotten out of the city and sent 
to Galveston for safety. 

Now many of these want to come back and 
start to work on their old jobs. Unfor- 
tunately for them, the great oil companies 
do not believe the situation is settled, and 
are afraid to resume work on their usual 
scale for fear another crisis may come and 
the lives of Americans be jeopardized again. 
Consequently they are running their busi- 
ness with reduced forces and refuse to do 
othérwise until they are convinced that 
something approaching peace and order is 
definitely established. 

When the American refugees return to 
Tampico they will find no work to do, and 
at once a threatening and distressing con- 
dition will result, 

It was the opinion of everybody with whom 
I talked that the government was most un- 
wise in allowing American refugees to re- 
turn to Tampico at this time and under these 
conditions. 


Attitude of Cowdray Interests, 

The Aguila company, Lord Cowdray's 
concern, which employs great numbers of 
Americans, was discharging all that could 
be spared and the report was current in 
Tampico that every American in Cowdray’s 
employ would be discharged. The reason 
given was that if the company employed 
Americans its property might be subject to 
destruction or damage if we break with the 
Constitutionalists. Afd this in spite of the 
fact that gome of the big men in the Cow- 
dray e@mpany are Americans, and that most 
of the valdable empléyés in the oil flelds, 
drillers and prospectors, are Americans. No 
other nationality has approached our coun- 
trymen in their efficiency in the oil indus- 
try. 

I found that the feeling between the Eng- 
lish and the Americans in Tampico was 
was due in part, I think, to 
vairy that exists in the oil 
industry, but chiefly, ,F believe, to incidents 
that arose when the Americans were taken 
from Tampico jugt after Vera Cruz had 
been taken. 19) 

There were many ures of that event- 
ful flight from Tampico that cannot be re- 
garded with pride by Americans. It does 
not stir an American’s patriotism to hear 
that his fellow citizens were rescued by 
British and German warships while a fleet 
of American warships lay idle only nine 
miles away. 


Three Days in April. 

This is what happened at Tampico on Aprii 
20, 21, and 22. 

On the evening of April 20 Admiral Mayo 
with the U. 8S. 8. Dolphin, the U. 8S. 8. Des 
Moines, and the U. 8. 8S. Chester lay in the 
river at Tampico, a quarter of a mile from 
the towm The battleship Connecticut and 
viher American warships lay out in the gulf, 
nine miles away. 

At 7 o'clock a wireless message from Ad- 
mirai Fletcher at Vera Cruz was received 
by Admiral Mayo. It stated that Admiral] 
Badger, en route to Vera Cruz, had relayed 
an order from Washington, directing that | 
Acm.ral Mayo with all his ships, except the 
ves Moines, immediately leave Tampico 
and proceed to Vera Cruz. The Des Mcines 
was to Withdraw from the river and anchor 
Out at sea nine miles from Tampico. 

Admiral Mayo was amazed at the order 
and immeciately sent a wireless asking that 
the order be verified and repeated. The veri- 
fication soon came from Admiral Fletcher 
and from the wireless station at Key West. 
[In all the verttication was repeated by five or 
six ships as well as the Key West station.

Mayo, with his three warships, started 
Sown the river, reluctantly, of course, be- 
cause the big American population and in- 
terests in ‘iampico required protection in 
such tronbled times as these.

Americans Left to Fate, 

On the 2ist, after the news of the attack 
On Vera Cruz reached him, the admiral sent 
a wireless to Admiral Fletcher, at Vera 
Cruz, asking permission to retain the Con- 
necticut, Cyclops, Solace, and Dolphin off 
Tampico. These ships, with the Des Moines, 
were to be used in receiving refugees from 
Tampico. The San Francisco, Chester, and 
Prairie were dispatched to Vera Cruz, and 
the next day, the twenty-second, the hospital 
ship Solace was also sent. This disposition 
of the ships was ordered by Admiral] 
Fletcher, acting upon his own authority, 

The British cruiser Hermione and the Ger- 
man cruiser Dresden lay at anchor up at 
Tampico.

Was the, Most Toate? Pan ee f the Eells Derby

LONDON, June 4—Three hundred and 
fifty thousand people watching the vace and 
not a cheer for the Derby winner! 

The statement may have sounded exag- 
gerated when you read it in the cables, but 
on the word of a witness with perfectly good 
sight and hearing it was not. 

As for the 850,000—that is the conservative 
estimate of the London Times as the lowost 
probable number gathered in and around 
the Epsom Downs. Four hundred thousand, 
I should say, would be nearer the exact num- 
ber, countiag.all those we say on the road 
headed that way. And if you had been there 
and placed it at 1,000,000 I should not argue 
the point with you. They were terrib!y hard 
to count. 

And as for the awesome silence folowing 
the race—it could not have been more im- 
pressive nor sounded more strange to a 
traveling American if the king had tumbied 
out of his box onto the floor of top hate 
spread over the aristocratic inclosure be- 
neath him. 


~~. 

It was not because the winner was, 
technically and by the grace of at least 
one sire an American horse, nor because his 
owner, young Mr. Duryea, was an A’nerican 
citizen. It would have been the same if 
horse and owner had been French—which all 
the English near me declared them *o be—or 
even English. Though probably in that 
case there would have been a belated demon- 
stration, for they do love their own. these 
English. 

Tt was because the crowd was stunned. 
It did not recognize even so much as the 
Duryea colors and spent the first few scc- 
onds following the winning of the race find- 
ing out the name of the horse. Durbar IT. 
was so much of an outsider and had been 
placed so low in the list of possibilities by the 
Epsom experts that the name was reldom 
called by the bookies.

But the curiously interesting psych logical 
fact is that 350,000 people, even memberez of 
a reasonably stolid and phlegmatic race, 
could witness the exciting finish of the great- 
est race of the year and still keep quiet, 
whichever horse won!

An American crowd would have yelled 
itself hoarse before it was altogether cur- 
tain the race was finished. A Frenc’ crowd 
would have exploded like a string of Chinese 
firecrackers in its individual efforts to de- 
scribe the struggle at the finish. 

But this English crowd, as though /t were 


. RO. more than a hundred men of even mind 


and intelligence in place of being a motley 
mob of near half a million of all sorts and 
conditions and sexes and ages, stood still in 
its tracks and whispered its surprise to 
itself. 

That, to me, was a greater surprise than 
the Derby itself, or the sight of the Downs 
studded with so great a crowd of humanity 
that from an opposite elevation they seemed 
to move in the mass rather than singly or 
in groups. 

The second fixed impression of. wonder was 
the handling of this crowd by the army of 
‘“bobbies"’ determined to keep down and 
out the suffering suffragists. Of coursé the 
English citizen's innate respect for law 
helped a lot. But it still was a picture to 
watch a platoon of perhaps twenty officers 
walk toward a crowd of two or three thou- 
sand that would swarm on the track follow- 
ing each race, and at the proper time, and 
with little or no difficulty, force it back into 
the already packed spaces beyond the rail- 
ing marking the course.

At the upper end of the stretch the eager 
watchers would pour into the track imme- 
diately the last horse had passed like a street 
crowd following a procession, and swoop 
down the inclosure toward the stands. At 
the upper end of the first stand a dozen active 
policemen would dash across the track, car- 
rying a rope as though it were a hose and 
they were firemen. At the lower end, fifty 


yards beyond the king’s box, another dozen 


would repeat the performance. And the 
crowd, rushing pell mell from both ends— 
for the Epsom track is shaped like a hairpin 
and open at both ends—would stop short at 
these flimsy barriers and make not the slight- 
est attempt to rush the officers. 

They never could have held a New York 
or Chicago crowd in check so easily, and 
never, never could they have forced it back 
to the sidelines when the bell sounded the 
warning that the track should be cleared for 
the next race—not, at least, without a few 
fights.

The size of the Derby crowd is accounted 

for, of course, by the fact that there is no 
charge of admission to the Epsom course. 
Anyone willing to walk the fifteen or sixteen 
miles from London, or having the fare to 
Epsom town, which is a couple of miles 
from the course, or a friend in grocer or 
butcher who owns a cart, or the fare to Tat- 
tenham corner, which isat the upper reaches 
of the track, is welcome, and there is room 
forall. Another half million could have been 
scattered over the downs on Derby day and 
there would have been room for the side 
shows and cocoanut games and gypsy camps 


which are the traditional accompaniments 
of the celebration. 

But the behavior of the crowd—that’s an- 
other thing. I spent two hours in the thick | 
‘of tt, and saw neither man nor woman die- 
gustingly drunk nor any sign of @ fight. 
There was a-lot of drinking, -on-thé road 
and on thg grounds, but it was, ao feres we 
could follow it, in good natured celebration 
of a classic event—’Arry and ’ Arriét’s holiday 
in’ veFy truth, and nof to be spoiled by any 
foolishness on the oer of either,

any two of them A chair, a hand satchel 
full of sovereigns, shillings, and pefice, and 
a blackboard, 10 by 12 inches in size, was all 
the equipment needed. They seemed to post 
their odds independently and to pay not the 
slightest attention to each other. All their 
bidding for bets was done in a conversa~ 
tional tone, though once in a while one would 
rais voice a trifie to make a particularly 
inv#ling bid, such as: “‘ Three to one, gen- 
tlemén, that Kennymore (the fayorite) is 
not in the first three!’ This chap’s judgment 
proved good, by the way. Kenmymore was a 
bad boy at thé post and finished sixth. 

A sheet writer worked by the side of each 
bookie and the crowd gathered closely about 
the two of them. Most of the bets were small 
—2, 4, and 5 shilling wagers being popular. 
And, though there was considerable crowding 
after each race, as the winners cashed their 
checks, there never appeared to be any dis- 
putes as to change. 

The crowd itself seemed its own best pro- 
tection. A “ welcher’’ would have had 8 
hard time getting away without settling with 
his patrons. One tried it, over on the hill, 
and, though he escaped with a beating, he 
was forced to abandon a motor car from 
which he had been operating. The car was 
promptly turned over by the crowd and set 


fire to. 
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When we came away after the last race, 
and the 350,000 tried to leave at the same 
time, the police again worked wonderfully. 
They would divert the tide of traffic down one 
avenue for a time, until it became : ea este 
and sluggish, and then down another. 

The mile and a half to Epsom we crawled 
through a narrow road packed solid with 
motor cars and men, women, and girls on 
foot. Not a foot to spare either side. Yet 
there was neither rowdyism nor jeering nor 
apparent resentment on the part of those 
who walked for those who rode. That Derby 
crowd was far and away the most wonderful 
thing about the Derby. 


—_ 
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Even the American consul, Mr. Miller, an 
efficient official, had not been notified that 
Vera Cruz had been attacked. His first 
knowledge of the attack came when he heard 
that Huerta had sent a message from Mexico 
City ordering the Americans in Tampico to 
be driven out of the city and asking his fol- 
lowers to unite against the hated gringo. 


Situation Grows Precarious, 


In the evening, crowds of Mexicans 


marched to the Southern hotel, within which | 


about 150 Americans had sought refuge, and 
shouted “death to the Americans!" The 
situation was most precarious. The Ameri- 
cans were on the second floor and had gath- 
ered together rifles and revolvers prepara- 
tory to a desperate resistance. Edward Wil- 
liams, formerly American consul at Durango 
and now a big figure in the oil industry at 
Tampico, took command and ordered that 
no one fire a shot until he gave the word. 

Every man with a rifle gave his promise 
that he would not fire before the order was 
given. Williams knew that the instant a 
shot was fired every American, man, woman, 
and child, 
determined that.-mo shot should pe fired ex- 
cept in the very last extremity. 

The mob was becoming more violent and 
Mra Williams telephoned to the jefe de 
armas asking him to send soldiers to dis- 
perse the mob. This appeal did not have an 
immediate effect, but later on some soldiers 
came down and cleared the street in front 
of the Southern hotel. At 11 o’clock the 
mdb assembled again, more threatening than: 
ever, and battered down the windows and. 
doors of the hotel. 


Germans to the Rescue, 


Later on in the night a German on the 
outskirts of the crowd slipped away, got a 
launch, and went to the German cruiser 
Dresden, where he explained the situation 
and with two officers he took off the Ameri- 
can women and children, about twenty-seven 
int all, to the-Dresden. 

On the following morning, the 22d, Admiral 
Mayo, having been informed by wireless from 
the British cruiser Hermione, asked the Brit- 
ish commander, Capt. Doty, to get word to 
Gen: Zaragoza that the American warships 
wer-e coming up to help get the Americans 
out of the city and that the general was 
not to misconstrue the movement as prelim- 
inary to an attack on the city. Capt. Doty 
wirelessed back that the return of the Ameri- 
can ships might precipitate a massacre of 
Americans, especially those in the outlying 
districts beyond reach of our cruiser’s guns, 
and advised against the return of the ships. 

Admiral Mayo agreed with this view. He 
felt that if the ships had not been withdrawn 
from the river at Tampico, there would never 
have been any anti-American disturbance in 
Tampico, but having once been withdrawn 
he realized that the return of the ships might 
have the result of precipitating violence 
against our citizens. He therefore accepted 
Doty’s proffer of help in getting the Ameri- 
cans out of the city and down to our ships 
in the open sea. 


Resentment Towards British. 


One of the chief causes of American re- 
sentment toward the British was that the 
later seemed over zealous in removing all 
the Americans from Tampico, and another 
was that the English captain had said or 
was reported to have said, that “if there is 
no other place where you can take the 
Americans, we can take a few women and 
ehildren aboard the Hermione. Indignant 
Americans contrast this attitude with that 
of the German, who gracefully took a great 
number Americans on the cruiser Dreaden. 
The Americans in Tampico do not place 
much faith in the unselfishness of English 
motives. 

With Consul Miller and Mr. Williams, Pal- 
mer and I called on the Constitutionalist 
leader, Gen. Luis Caballero. He had in- 
stalled his headquarters in a large public 
school building and occupied a room which 
was open to public view at all times. It 
was evident that he was determined that 
there should be no “ back door ”’ relations or 
“secret negotiations.” All his conferences 
were held in public. 

After listening to our compliments on the 
cleanliness and order which he had estab- 
lished in Tampico, Gen. Caballero asked a 
few polite questions of a general character. 
He also inquired very politely and with no 
trace of feeling how soon the Americans 
were to leave Vera Cruz. To this the consw 
responded that he did not know. 


Caballero an Able Man. 
Our impression of Caballero was a most 


favorable one, and while he is said 60 be. 


greatly inferior to Pablo Gonzales in abil- 
ity, I should say that he fs a man who has 
abundant force and ability to make a cap-. 
able executive.

diers who accompany the rebel army. They 
wore khaki breeches and seemed perfectly 
at homeinthem.

After two days in Tampico we said good- 
by to the rumor factory and the endless Ol:

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his son and his staff, we steamed down the 
river in the admiral’s barge, got safely across 
the bar, and went aboard the battleship Con- 
necticut. 

That night there was a fine moving pic- 
ture show, a Welsh rabbit party, and at 5:30 
the next morning, with three young officers, 
I was doing my first tarpon fishing in the 
greatest tarpon waters of the world. The 
river was alive with them, but I caught 
none. After a swim in the wonderful surf 
at La Barra we returned to the Connecti- 
cut and were picked up by the destroyer 
Jouett at 8 in the afternoon. At 6 we

If, as an Irishman, I may venture on @ 
prophecy, it marks the coming of a day, not 
far distant, when the Irish communities of 
north and south will sink their religious dif- 
ferences and make common cause for the 
advancement of Irish, as distinct from Eng- 
lish, interests. But that day will only come 
when both sides have discovered that the 
present legislative measures are altogether 
inadequate and unworkable for @ united 
Ireland, 


Sentiment in Ireland. 

For some weeks past I have been travel- 
ing in the north and south of Ireland and 
endeavoring to form some definite ideas as 
to the state of mind produced amongst 
Covenanters and Nationalists by the know!- 
edge that the establishment of an Irish par- 
liament in Dublin is now, humanly speaking, 
an inevitable certainty. 

From ae journalistic point of view the har- 
vest of ideas on the subject has been disap- 
pointing. The Ulsterman, grimly elated by 
the successful impunity of his gun-running 
operations, remains doggedly watchful and 
silent. He declines to admit that the estab- 
lishment of a parliament in Dublin does or 
ever will concern him. 

He therefore affects to regard the proceed- 
ings of the talkers at Westminster as the 
crackling of thorns under a pot, and pro- 
fesses to be glad rather than sorry that (as 
Mr. Bonar Law put it) “the curtain has 
rung down upon @ contemptible farce.” 

As for the Nationalist rank and file, I find 
them more concerned with the prospects of 
internal strife, which the passing of. the bill 
brings measurably nearer, than with any 
manifestations of rejoicing over the rebirth 
of Ireland as a nation. 

Naturally, they welcome Mr. Redmond’s 
triumphant declaration that “the union, as 
Ireland has known it, is dead,” but individ- 
ually they have no clear ideas as to how 
they are going to benefit by its decease. 


Meaning of the Measure. 

I vezture to say that not ome voter in a 
hundred cov!d give an intelligent explanation 
of the ac.tal position of the Irish questicn 
at Westminster or of its probable conse- 
quences. The average Nationalist is content 
to know that Mr. Redmond hes made good, 
that his consummate skill as a tactician has 
taken full odvantage of the Irish party’s 
commend of the balance of power in the 
house of commcns, and that, in consequence, 
th> union is dead. But what the decease im- 
plies, he knuws not. — 


He understands that when the Sarticinent 
meets in Dublin, laws-on all domestic ques- 
tions will be made by Irishmen for Irishmen, 
but he has sufficient mother wit and powers 
of observation to know that neither in Eng-

At the same time the latest by-elections 
have shown them that Mr. Asquith and his 
colleagues must have grave doubts as to the 
results of a general election, and still 
graver doubts as to the wisdom of proceed- 
ing further without one. They perceive 
therefore the horns of a serious dilemma. 
It is true that the last two years’ by-elections 
have, on the whole, continued to reflect the 
earnest| desire of the English people to be 
rid of the eternal Irish question at all costs— 
certainly at the cost of an Irish parliament 
in Dublin—but they have also revealed the 
significant factjthat the English Labor party 
(which cares far more about the parliament 
act than about home rule) has now learned 
and adopted Mr. Redmond’s tactics, and that 
| it will probably make home rule a pawn in 
| its own independent game at the next general 
election. 

Abolishing the “Castle.” 

Broadly speaking, the satisfaction which 
prevails among the politically conscious 
members of the community in the south is 
metry based on the fact that the abhorred 

** castle’ and all that it implies of coercion 
and contumely is now to be abolished, but 
this is a satisfaction which is shared by 
every intelligent Ulsterman and one which 
might well have been vouchsafed long ago 
without repealing the union had the British 
government shown anything approaching iIn- 
telligent anticipation in dealing with Ireland. 

Meanwhile in the north preparation goes 
grimly forward for meeting the last arbitra- 
ment of force. Daily in all parts of the coun- 
try the covenanters give up their hours of 
leisure to drilling. 

Whatever may be the final issue of the 
home rule bill, Ulster’s preparations for re- 
sistance have done this much good—they 
have afforded striking evidence of the results 
of military drill and discipline on the phy- 
sique and morale of the imdustrial! classes.

DEATH OF HAMEL 


Brilliant Young Aviator Was 
Popular Hero and Ever a 
Supreme Artist. 


NEVER RASH-IN HIS WORK 


[LONDON CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNB.] 

LONDON; June 4.—It is no exaggé?fation to 
say that all Ehgland, after hoping against a 
forlorn hope, deeply mourns the death of 
Gustav Hamel. His tragic end is universally 
de plored, s rs national loss, as the taking off 
of a set Rutty picturesque personality, of 


proud. 

Not only because of his splendid youth and 
courage was Hamel a popular hero and the 
acknowleuged chief among English airmen; 
his exploits held the public imagination by 
certain qualities which from the outset dis- 
inguished him as a supreme artist in his 
perilous profession. 

His skill in the art of flying seemed! to be 
a matter of intuition, almost uncanny in its 
birdlike ease and graceof movement. It was 
imipossible to watch the wonderful daring 
and’ precision of his evolutions at Hendon or 
Brooklands (which he often performed under 
weather conditions which other airmen dared 
not face) without realizing that flying in its 
present stage is far more a matter of men 
than of machines. 


He Was Not Foolhardy. 

His was the very poetry of aerial motion 
-a mysterious genius of flight, which sug- 
gested something beyond the ordinary 
powers of mankind; memories transmitted 
from some earlier, winged state of existence. 
He was never rash or foolhardy, even in his 
boldest adventures; despite his youth and 
the clamor of popular applause which fol- 
lowed him, his bravest feats were always 
calmly premeditated and within the measure 
of his knowledge. 

When one saw him at the wheel, his slight 
figure and almost feminine type of features 
made it difficult to believe that this was the 
unrivaled leader of England’s flying squad- 
rons; but, as a writer in the Saturday Re- 
view finely says, “‘ Hamel, lying at ease in 
the sun, made the whole world seem buoy- 
ant. He lifted the spectator upon wings, as 
he flew.” 

And withal, while he reveled and ex- 
ulted in his mastery of the air, there was 
always about him a certain quality of high 
seriousness, which seemed to those who 
knew him best to spring from a clear sighted 
vision of the perils that dwell in those lonely 
heights to which he loved to soar. 

His pride in his craft was as unbounded as 
the splendid courage with which he faced 
its multitudinous perils; but over and above 
this courage and this pride Gustav Hamel 
possessed, as his book on aviation shows, a 
remarkable gift of creative imagination and 
something approaching to poetic insight. 


Tribute in the Times. 
In the words of the beautiful “ In Memo- 
riam, published in the Times four days ago: 


His eyes were the clear blue of northern skies 
And seemed to look beyond us and be fed 

With cloudy visions; plainly written there 

The fate, which he foresaw but could not fea, 
Shone like a prophecy to anxious eyes. 


And now he “who knew the roads of | 
heaven like a bird has fallen, as a stricken 
eagle falls, and the waves have engulfed 
him .where he fell, “alone with the blind 
wind and brutal sea,” and we shall prob- 
ably never know his last resting place. 
Dulce et decorum! A glorious ending to a 
splendid life, thus to perish headlong at the 

height of youth and fame, but for those who 
knew him and for England an irreparable 
loss. His was the soaring soul of Icarus, 
pulsating with the pride of high achieve- 


ment, that ‘‘ walked upon the winds =

of a Mexican, not an American. 

The Monroe doctrine is simpiy a greedy 
invention of the United States, which per- 
mits it to gobble territory at will and to rup 
its neighbors to suit itself. 


Other Powers Not Feared. 

That Germany, or France, or England, or 
Japan might ever care to get a foothold in 
| South America or Mexico is nonsense; they 
' have never even thought of it. And if the 
| United States would ever quit acting like a 
' policeman for North and South America and 
| butting into other peopie’s affairs all the 
time, it would be better for everybody con- 

, cerned. 
The United States wants Mexico and when- 
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| ever she dares come in and take it, she is 
| going to; and that is the average Mexican’s 
| idea of the United States and the Monroe 
' doctrine. Naturally if to the Mexicans the 
United States is only a bugbear, the people 
ste no reason to be fond of the Americans. 
And Americans in Mexico who could do 
| much to help contradict this false notion, only 
| hinder, as they have preconceived notions 
| of their own superiority and importance and 
: treat Mexicans for the most part with good 
natured contempt or scorn. 


Where Americans Err. 

A Mexican army officer of the Blanquets’ 
own famous battalion said to me not long 
ago, ‘‘How odd that your mother should 
treat us so nicely! Most of your paisanos 
treat us as if we still wore feathers in our 
hair.”’ 

What a criticism of the education of the 
| people of the United States—they don’t even 
| know what their neighbors are like! And 
| how could it be otherwise? -What attention 

/ is given in our public schools to the right 
| understanding of any peoples but our own, 
| and possibly of ancient Greece and Rome? 


A friend of mine who visited California 
| last year told me that the people there were 
expressing their opinions very freely oa 
what ought to be done to Mexico. This 
friend visited the Pasadena High school, a 
finely equipped new building boasting one 
of the best school libraries in the west. He 
found books on our English cousins, our 
German cousins, but tn all the rows of shelves 
they found only one book on Mexico, “ One 
Hundred and One Recipes for Mexican 
Dishes.”’ 

My friend was not so much surprised at 
the ignorance displayed on things Mexican 
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our people here, and it really is the attitude 
of the average American that is responsible 
for much of the bitterness in Mexico. And 
it would surely surprise the American to find 
that the Mexican has a most awful idea of 
him. Among the rich Mexicans a few Amer- 
icans have friends, some of ug have acquaint- 
ances and recollections of pleasant encoun- 
ters, but very few have real friends among 
the aristocrats of Mexico. 

Americans are considered uneducated and 
a little savage in Mexico. This is due to 
American manners, which I must admit are 
sadly lacking in ordinary courtesy. These 
impressions are formed largely on the con- 
duct of the traveling Americans, who not 
only do not exert themselves to be half way 
polite, but who do things in Mexico they 
would never think of doing at home. 

With all their faults, Mexicans seldom are 
rude. They sometimes are provoked to rude- 
ness, but even the lowest peon on the street 
has fairly good manners. 

In Mexico you are not supposed to parade 
your knowledge, you keep still about it, bet 
your whole manner must show that you 
know things. 

In Mexico City, young army officers who 
have been my friends for five years were in 
the crowd that dragged George Washing- 
ton’s statue around town, one whose mother 
was a fine English woman, and all of whose 
relatives live in Philadelphia, the City of 
Brotherly Love, and whose father was & 
most prominent general of the Diaz régime. 
Jorge and Victor Huerta, sons of the presi- 
dent, were there, too, ringleaders of the oc- 
casion. 


Rioters Come to Grief. 

The four boys to whose auto the statue was 
tied were out to celebrate that same night 
and had a terrible accident. By the next 
morning two were dead and two crippled for 
life. Do you wonder the superstitious Mex- 
icans feel there is no escape from the power 
of the United States? Even a sane American 
would have a liftle awe when thinking of 
this incident, as it surely looked like retribu- 
tion swift and sure. 

A treaty ts nothing but a business contract 
between nations, and under that contract 
Americans in Mexico invested their money, 
never doubting that the United States would 
take care of them if Mexico could not. Every 
other nation protects her citizens in foreign 
countries. They are the people to whom 
foreign credit and trade is largely one. They 
pay export and import taxes, freight and 
railroad fares, and aid largely in the support 
of the great steamships that pass from port 
to port, from country to country. 

Now the contract has been broken by Mex- 
ico, the flag of the United States has beer 
insulted, people under that flag have been 
imprisoned, injured, and killed. 


Forbearance Breeds Contempt. 


England, France, or Germany would have 
been in arms long ago for one-tenth what 
we have suffered. Any one of those three 
countries would’ be in Mexico today for 
what some of their nationals have suffered 
by accident rather than design of the Mexi- 
cans if they were not held off by the United 
States. But we have endured it all and tried 
to smooth it over, and the result is that to 
the unsurmountable bitterness of the Mexi- 
can is added a contempt for us which in- 
creases every day. 

When the time comes for Huerta to run, 
he’ll run to the Americans right here in Vera 
Cruz, not that he loves the Americans but 
because he fears his own people and dares 
not risk his life to any faction in Mexico. 

His sons will run with him, of course, even 
if they did drag George Washington's statue 
through the streets of Mexico City and later 
melt up the copper of which it was made for 
thrift’s sake.

Crooked Powder Concern Costs 
_ Life of M. Cadiou, Who 
Held Guilty Secrets. 


GOVERNMENT SWINDLED. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO 1HE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, June 13.— The Cadiou mystery ” 
ig still puzzling the French police and civil 
authorities. M. Cadiou, who was the head of 
| @ manufacturing firm in the south of France, 
was found murdered some time ago. An 
engineer named Pierre was arrested on sus 
picion, but was afterwards released. 

A judicial investigation revealed the fact 
that the murder was connected in some way 
with the manufacture of powder for the 
French government. M. LeGrand, ex-mayor 
of Landerneau, founded the Grand Palud 
company in 1907 with capital furnished by 
German cotton merchants. 

A German army reserve officer named 
Greiss was placed at the head of the factory 
as technical engineer. The company wae en- 
tirely German, with M. Legrand asits French 
cover. Its chief and practically its only cus- 
tomer was the French war department. 


Exposure Follows Disaster. 

When the disaster to the battleship Liberte 
followed the explosion on the cruiser lena 
the powder used on both vessels was held to 
be responsible for the two disasters. One 
result of the investigation which followed 
was to draw attention to the essential Ger 
man character of the Palud company. The 
company was thereupon prohibited from 
making tenders for wer office contracts. 

The chief German stockholder then with<- 
drew his capital from the firm and M. Le 
stand reorganized the company and asked 
M. Cloaec, deputy from Morlaix, to suggest 
@ new president for the company, and he 
named M. Cadiou, who was appointed. A 
French engineer named Pierre replaced Herr 
Greiss as technical engineer. 

This change allowed the company to again 


M. Cadiou was soon found guilty of swin- 
| dling by obtaining pay for greater quaritities 
of powder than had been distributed to the 
war department. 


Mysterious “Pull” Finally Fails, 

Cadiou continued his practices for two 
years, thanks to a mysterious “ pull,”’ but at 
the end of 1913, after an official investigation, 
both he and his factory were definitely ex- 
cluded from war office contracts. 

Just about this time M. Le Grand founded 
a new company with a factory on the op- 
posite bank of the River Elorn facing the 
Palud works. M. Pierre, the French en- 
gineer, was to direct the operations at these 
works, in which several of M. Cadiou's for- 
mer associates were interested. 

Cadiou suddenly disappeared, and his body 
was found in the most mysterious manner. 
Popular local opinion acquits M. Pierre, whe 
is now out on bail, of any connecton with 
the tragedy. The explanation currently be- 
lieved is that Cadiou, who was on the brink 
of ruin, tried to sell the factory to his former 
associates. His offer was refused, and he 
then threatened to reveal their share in past 
crooked work. 

Such a revelation would prevent the new 
factory from receiving war office orders. Ig 
this way he became a danger to certain peo- 
ple, who, it s thought, had him assassinated.

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SECTIONALISM IN WASHINGTON. 

Tue Trisune regrets that sectional 
nes have been drawn in Washington. 
It regrets that they have been drawn 
g@new after so much of the ancient bitter- 
mess has passed away. 

I¢ regrets chiefly that they are drawn 
“in deeds more than in words. 

It regrets that the administration has 
,made itself a sectional administration and 
‘continues to reiterate it is a sectional 
administration. , 

The tariff as passed is a sectional tariff. 

The banking law is a sectional banking 
Jaw, and the execution of the banking law 
has been sectional. 

The river and harbor bill now pending 
$n congress is a sectional river and harbor

These facts have been understood as 
they developed. They have not raised 

* much uproar because the country has 
realized that its economic legislation has 
ailways been sectional. 

During the years that the control of 
the government lay east of the Al- 
leghenies that section of the country was 
\favored of congress, incidentally, with the 
‘aid of Illinois congressmen. Now that the 
‘eontrol of the government lies south of 
‘the Potomac legislation is drawn to benefit 
that section, and again we find certain 
Illinois congressmen “aiding and ,.1'et- 
ting.” 

Economically, the Middle West is no 
\worse off under southern domination than 
it was under eastern domination. But 
‘our pulse quickens and our color rises 
when we find the federal administration 
discriminating against the soldiers who 
saved the union. 

President Wilson did not willingly ad- 
dress them at Arlington, and when he 
‘mddressed them it was not to pay tribute 
‘to their patriotism but to lay a wreath on 
his ow: wounded feelings. 

The discharge of veterans from the 
spostoffice might have been condoned on 
the grounds of their growing infirmities

MORE PATERNAL THAN PATER- 
NALISM. 

If we have not misunderstood the pur 
pose of Mr. Wilson, it has been his intention 
to combat capitalistic concentration by re- 
storing competition to its pristine freedom 
and vigor. He has undertaken to discipline 
the license of laissez faire without calling 
on paternalism. He has refused to accept 
the theory that concentration is an-inevita- 
ble if not a beneficent tendency, and that 
it is our business to accept it and devise a 
method of control in the public interest. 
Let us not rely upon any governmental 
control, we have understood him to hold, 
but let us free competition, and the domina- 
tion of concentrated capital will be over 
thrown by the free play of natural law. 

So strong is the sentiment of Americans 
in favor of individual freedom that even 
those who do not hope this policy would 
prove effectual were inclined to speed Mr. 
Wilson on his way. What, therefore, must 
be the astonishment, both of supporters and 
opponents, to find that the administration 
business legislation threatens a most in- 
clusive and minute system of espionage and 
regulation over almost the whole business 
activities of the country. 

The trades commission bill, for example, 
creates an almost unlimited agency of offi- 
cial investigation and publicity. It may 
enter the door of any corporation that does 
an interstate business, and there are few 
corporations so emall and so restricted that 
their business never crosses a state line. 
The powers and duties of this commission 
are indicated in section 3 of the Covington 
bill as follows: 


(A) To investigate from time to time, and as 
eften as the commission may deem advisable, the 
organization, business, financial condition, cen- 
duct, practices, and management of any corpore- 
tion engaged in commerce, and ita relation to other 
corporationg and to individuals, associations, and 
partnerships. 

(B) To require any corporations subject to the 
provisions of this act which the commission may 
designate to furnish to the commission from time 
to time information, statements, and records con- 
cerning its organization, businesa, financial con- 
dition, conduct, practices, management, and re- 
lation to other corporations, or to individuala 
associations, or partnerships, and to require the 
production for examination of all books, docu- 
ments, correspondence, contracts, memorandum, 
or other papers relating to or in any way affecting 
the commerce in which such corporation under 
inquiry is engaged, or concerning its relations to 
any individual, association, or partnership, and to 
make copies of the same. 


A provision for publicity is as follows: 


(D) To make public, in the discretion of the com- 
mission, any information obtained by it in the 
exercise of the powers, authority, and duties con- 
ferred upon it by this act, except so far as may 
be necessary to protect trade processes, names of 
customers, and such other matters as the com- 
mission may deem not to be of public impor- 
tance, and to make annual and special reports te 
the congress and to submit therewith recommenda- 
tions for additional! legislation. 


The commission of three, with the large 
force of deputies necessary to cov-r a field 
which we do not believe the commission 
will be disposed to restrict, will develop a 
system of surveillance so complete as to 
bring virtually the whole business activity 
of the country under the influence of a gov- 
ernment bureau—an influence which would 
become control if Mr. Brandeis’ proposal 
to invest the commission with authority to 
pass upon the legality of trade practices is 
adopted. 

As for the Clayton anti-trust bill, which 
presumably is intended to diminish the twi- 
light zone between right and wrong or- 
ganization and practice in corporation ens 
terprise, its phraseology is so general and 
apparently so sweeping that its effect must 
be to increase not only the area of doubt 
but also the area of public control. 

For example, the clause forbidding price 
discrimination between persons or locali- 
ties, quoted in a recent editorial. Prica 
discrimination or price cutting already is 
prohibited under judicial rulings upon the 
Sherman act wherever it works a sub- 
stantial restraint of trade or creates ¢ 
monopoly. The Clayton bill provision, 
therefore, must intend another test, or 
rather a narrowing of the limits of per- 
missible price cutting. 

It is here business men have taken 
alarm, since price cutting is one of the most 
important factors not only in competition 
but even in noncompetitive phaseg of busi- 
ness. For example, a concern might find 
itself overstocked with a line in one dis- 
trict. To get rid of these goods it might 
wish to reduce its prices in that district. 
Must it reduce its prices in every locality, 
or be punished for discriminating between 
localities? It might plead that euch reduc- 
tion was not intended to “ wrongfully in- 
jure” its competitor’s business, but an 
offender is held in law to “ intend ” the nat- 
ural consequence of his acts, and the nat- 
ural consequence in such case might be to 
“injure” his competitor's b by tak- 
ing part ofitaway. Perhaps this would not 
be held “ wrongful” injury, but how long 
will it be &ntil the categories of “ wrongful ” 
injuries are made up by the courta or the 
trades commission? 

Price cutting, as a part of the tactics of 
competition and of the conduct of com- 
merce generally, is so much a part of nor- 
mal business management that unless its 
limitation is extremely definite, freedom of 
competition will be rescued from the tyran- 
ny of trusts only to be delivered to a tyranny 
of bureaucratic control. 

If this is freedom, what is paternalism? 

The need of regulating the great public 
utilities, and even such of the general in- 
dustries and financial agencies as have de- 
veloped imperial scope and power, is hardly 
| challenged today. But are we ready to vest 
in government the power and duty to adjust 
virtually the whole machinery of private 
enterprise? 

Certainly the business bills of the admin- 
istration call for drastic scrutiny and pro- 
found consideration.

In the sen- 
ate the Walsh radium bill fell into the hands 
of gentlemen evidently not to be classified 
as Samaritans, who in the committee on 
mines tacked on some amendments calcu- 
lated to make a conservation measure look 
like a practical joke. 

The number of gentlemen still remaining | 
in the senate who belong to the pre-conser- 
vation period is surprising. In fact, the 
fight for conservation is very far from 
ended, as is shown by these raw amend- 
ments, the attempt to turn over the Chu- 
gach forest to old-fashioned free exploita- 
tion, and other similar signs of the presence 
of irreconcilables.

WE ARE NOT APOLOGIZING. 

On Tuesday the congress of Colombia 
ratified a treaty formulated by Mr. Bryan 
and the Colombian government whereby 
the United States makes a left handed 
apology to Colombia and pays her $25,- 
000,000 in gold. 

Thies treaty is a sickening mixture of 
pusillanimous persona! politics and of per- 
verted altruism. The senate should send 
it to the waste basket. 

Mr. Bryan may feel like apologizing 
for the Panama canal. The American 
people do not. Mr. Bryan may be will- 
ing to apologize because, confronted by 
the opportunity for a great service to his 
country and mankind, a president who 
wae not a futile doctrinaire refused to be 
obstructed and blackmailed by a group 
of petty politicians. But the American 
people are not willing to apologize. 

That we should consider reparation for 
one of the most beneficent and noble 
achievements to be accredited to any 
people in the history of the progress of 
civilization ought to be unthinkable. But 
such is the paradox that Mr, Bryan’s 
treaty presents. 

We have made a pestilentia], fever 
stricken barrier flung by nature across the 
pathway of the world’s commerce an 
open highway for all peoples through a 
region of health and security. 

At the very gate of this highway 
stands Colombia, in a position to be en- 
vied by any nation. 

Yet, though we have served Colombia 
better than she ever could have served 
herself, though we have served her in 
spite of herself or of the exploiters who 
would have sacrificed her, Mr. Bryan 
now would have us apologize to our bene- 
ficiary and pay her a bonus for having bene- 
fited her. 

The Bryan treaty is an offense to our 
decent self-respect; it is an offense to 
common sense: it is an offense to any 
real sense of justice. The United States 
is great enough to acknowledge error 
when she is wrong. She is not weak 
enough to call herself wrong when she is 
right. She will make reparation when she 
has doneinjury. She will not make repara- 
tion when she has conferred benefit. 

Colombia is, or may be if she will, far 
better off now than she was before the 
canal, If she is not as well off as she 
would have been if her politiciang had 
not overplayed their bluff, that is her 
concern and not ours. It is no duty of 
our executive or our secretary of state 
or our senate to repair the mistakes of 
other governments at our expense,

DOG TRAYS OF THE NAVY, 
[From the New York World.) 

Secretary Daniels explains that his order 
barring intoxicants of all kinds from United 
States ships of war was due to the discovery 
that young officers of the Mayflower, some- 
times described as the president's yacht, had 
transgressed the rules not only of sobriety 
but of decency at a time when the vessel 
was not in use. 

The Mayflower is so small a fraction of 
the navy that it rarely figures in the lists. 
It is not @ tug, a cruiser, a gunboat, or ae dis- 
patch boat. It performs no true public serv- 
ice. As a presidential yacht its duties are 
Principally social. The young officers who 
so far forgot themselves as to make the ship 
the scene of an all night orgy had evidently 
lost touch with the true navy. 

Whether this was altogother their fault or 
not, it is worthy of note that the follies of the 
few are usually the excuse for the oppression 
of the many. Because two or three pam- 
pered and idle youths on the Mayflower for- 
got themselves, hundreds of self-respecting 
men in control of our ships in all parts of the 
world have been subjected to an order that 
is both humiliating and tyrannical.

He 
may re out that there is greater safety 
iu hie home, greater freedom from flies and 
other insects, more of comfort and, there- 


fore, he can spend his time resting 


around house. It will be vacation 
enough not to have to pull the time clock. 
He may figure it out that way, but, when 
it comes to the scratch, he will not carry it 
out that way. If he tried it one year he 
will not repeat it,

Man has not always been a creature with 
a fixed habitation and the thousands of 
years have not been able to breed out en- 
tirely the nomadic instinct. The gypsy 
families live after this prehistoric instinct 
in a civilization where it does not fit. Even 
in more stable peoples there is an occasional 
attack of wanderlust—a boy with instincts 
thousands of years out of date. 

Nothing can be said in favor of these. A 
man going to war covered with mail armor 
and armed with a bow would be no more 
helpleas than are these groups in life’s com- 
petitions.

Why not anticipate the dangers and pre- 
pare to reduce them to a minimum? 

The most considerable danger is from ty- 
phoid. There is a perfect method of pre- 
It is vaccination, Most state and 
municipal health departments will vaccinate 
against typhoid. Typhoid vaccine is on the 
market, It can be given by any physician. 
The procedure consists of three injections 
under the skin. It is not much more of an 
operation than giving an ordinary hypo- 
dermic. The injections are given at inter- 
vals of ten days. Three weeks after the first 


injection the man will be immune to typhoid, :

If one does not care to be vaccinated he 
can take precautions that will make the 
vacation safe as against typhoid and diar- 
rheas. To make water safe: 

Take a level teaspoonful of chloride of 
lime and rub it up, until there are no lumps, 
in a teacup of water. Dilute this with three 
cupfuls «f water, and keep this stock solu- 
tion in 4 stoppered bottle for use. A tea- 
spoonful of this stock solution, added to a 
two-gallon pail of water and well stirred 
up, will destroy all typhoid or other dysen- 
tery-produeing bacilli in ten minutes, and 
will make the water safe to drink. If this 
quantity makes the water taste, use a little 
less, otherwise not. Get the chloride of lime 
in metallic cases,

It is not a difficult matter to boil the drink- 
ing water. Fill a tin cup with water. Make 
a small fire, bring the water to a boil, throw 
Remove the tea from the 
fire. Pour off the excess into a canteen for 
later use. 

The man who gets away from his proper 
base had better do without liquid milk. 
Evaporated milk is a good substitute very 
well adapted to the conditions of camp life. 
Many of the milk powders mix very well 


with coffee. A milk powder is entirely safe 


and can be packed better than can milk.

gencies” recommends the use of whisky 
“ because it tends to remove the element of 
fear which, in snake wounds, contributes 


largely to their serious results.” When there 


is so much proof that snakebites do not kill, 
it should not be necessary to get dead drunk 
to prevent being scared todeath. Strychnine 
given hypodermically may be used in place 
of whisky.

Ordinary punctured wounds will seal up 
blood serum and heal without attention. 

@ proper plan is to form 7n opinion as to 
whether a given wound will seal up if left 
alone. Some wounds are washed an‘/ cleaned 


where healing would hare been faster had 
they been left alone. 

In lacerated, torn wounds it is wise to 
wash the wound and the skin around it 
with tincture of iodine. In case this is too 
gevere the excess can be washed off with 
alcohol or with ammonia. The wound is 
then covered with a clean cloth and lett un- 
disturbed as long as everything goes well. 
Suppurating wounds need to be cleaned out 
with warm water that has ceen boiled. A 
clean dreasing follows rhe cleaning. 


~~ 

NOTE that washing with water is not 
indicated in a large percentage of wounds. 

The bites of mosquitoes, flies, and wasps 
do very well when some wet dirt is plastered 
on them. If soda or hartshorn is conven‘ent 
it is better. 

To repel insects: The use of mosquito 
netting is much more effective than the use 
of repellents. Kerosene oil acts well enough 
but it evaporates so rapidly that it is of little 
service. The heavier oils from petroleum 
are much more efficient because they evap- 
orate more slowly. The following mixture 
is generally given preference over all other 
repellents: 

Oil of citronella. ......----One ounce, 

Spirits of camphor......-.One ounce, 

Oil of cedar.... One-half ounce. 

To avoid the odor of the citronella, which 
ie disliked by some, the following may be 
substituted, according to Howard: 

Castor of]. ....e0+eee++++-One ounce, 

Alcohol. ......+seeeee8++-One ounce,

If one goes into the woods it is well to 
provide oneself with a few remedies for the 
minor illg which may overtake him.

To prevent chafing, cleanliness of the skin 
and clothes is necessary. Time and trouble 
spent in washing the feet and the other parts 
of the body prone to chafe and rub will re 
turn rich dividends in the shape of com- 
fort. After the washing, dry by patting 
with a towel. Dust with any sort of a dust- 
ing powder If the skin is sore, grease 
with cold cream or a mixture of castor oil 
and chalk or castor oil and soda. Next to 
cleansing nothing is so helpful to an irritated 
skin as exposure to the air, 

Vacationists will add to their comfort if 
they will make plenty of provision for keep- 
ing the feet warm, dry, andclean. The kind 
of shoes to be worn will depend a good deal 
on the kind of country to be covered, If 
rocky, the soles must be thick enough to 
protect the soles of the feet and the tops 
must come high enough to keep out pebbles. 
Rarely is anything gained by having the 
tops come higher than the ueual high shoe, 
Extra high tops bind the muscles of the leg 
and tire unnecessarily.

The matter of socks is of first importance, 
A wrinkle which would pass unnoticed in 
duties of the every-day will make its mark in 
the course of a few days’ tramp. It is not 
economy of time to come in from a few days’ 
tramp with a patch of skin gone from toe, 
instep, or heel. 

Among those who camp ont, a little time 
spent on. the bed will save hours for sleep and 
may prevent illness. The ground is an ex- 
cellent conductor of heat. If it is wet it will 
moisten the bed clothes beneath the body, 
whereupon the loss of heat is greatly ac- 
celerated. We notice that tramps sleeping 
out always put newspapers under them. This 
prevents the moisture of the ground from 
moistening their clothes, thus making of 
them excellent conductors of heat. It alse 
prevente the ordinary conduction of heat in 
geome measure.

The man who tries to sleep directly on 
the ground or who puts his cover direct!y on 
the ground is liable to wake up in the night 
from cold.

If 
nothing can be had and there is but one 
cover, it is wise to use that over, rather than 
under, you.

The value as an investment of such a bond 
depends on two things: first, the value of the 
securities pledged for its payment and their 
desirability if, through default, they become 
the property of the bondholders; second, on 
the strength and ability to pay, of the corpo 
ration actually issuing the bonds, and what 
obligation the corporation is under to pay in 
case of insecurity of the collateral pledged. 

As part of the security for an issue of notes 
or bonds, holding corporations often pledge 
stocks of underlying companies, which they 
Own. If part of the securty for such an issue 
is & first mortgage on some piece of property 
directly owned by the holding company, the 
isgue probably would be called “ first and re- 
funding,” or it might be called “ first and col- 
lateral,”’ 

When all the security for such an issue is 
stocks or bunds of other corporations depos- 
ited in trust, recent history of finance indi- 
cates that too much reliance must not be 
placed by the investor on the collateral. The 
high standing and credit of the company ac- 
tually obligated is of greater importance. 
The reason for this is that however good the 
collateral may be, if it becomes to the ad- 
vantage of those in control of the property to 
handle it for the benefit of the property rath- 
er than of the note holders the latter may 
suffer. 

Securities held ag collateral should be suffi- 
cient in value to secure.the notes or bonds. 
This of course is primary. Nevertheless, the 
fact that the collateral is sufficient cannot be 
accepted by the investor as convincing if the 
company issuing the obligation be not of the 
highest standing.

Greater Berlin’s Population. 

Statistics just published showing “ Greater 
Berlin's” population Jan. 1, 1014, indicate 
that the Kaiser's capital may claim, in a 
way, to be the second largest city in Eu- 
rope. With 4,010,434 inhabitants within the 
* metropolitan area" embraced by eighty- 
eight separate boroughs or independent com- 
munities, only the population of London is 
greater, though if Paris applied the same 
standaré and reked in everything as far 
remote as Versailles, it could probably roll 
up a total as big or bigger than Berlin's 
vaunted 4,000,000. The natural increase in 
population in Berlin—excess of births over 
deaths—averages 26,000 a year, a number 
which is heavily increased by the influx of 
provincial Germans, who flock to the cities | 
from the land just as they do in Illinois, 

There are about a million more women 
than men in Germany, on the average, and 
proportionately more old meids, I imagine, 
than in any other country in the world. 
That must be the reason why advertising 
for a husband is such a common and recog- 
nized practice.

GERMANS WILL DISPOSSESS 
NEGROES AT DUALA, AFRICA, 


BERLIN, June 13.—The reichetag has sus- 
tained the colonial authorities in their recent 
dispossession of the negroes at Duala, the 
chief port of the German colony of Kam- 
erun, in Africa, in order to make a modern 
sanitary city there. The protest from the 
negroes was at first received in Germany 
sympathetically, but Dr. Solf, secretary for 
the colonies, made such a convincing de- 
fense of the proceedings that the reichstag 
passed the appropriations called for by a 
large majority, only the Socialiste voting 
against them. 

Another phase of the controversy has aris- 
en. Recently the German colonial govern- 
ment arrested Rudolf Bell, chief of the Du- 
alas, om a charge of treason. It is alleged 
that he went into the interior to foment an 
uprising against the Germans with a view 
to attaching Kamerun to the adjacent Eng- 
lish colony of Nigeria. 

In connection with this affair another ar- 
rest has just been made at Berlin. A native, 
sent by the Dualas to Germany to present 
their case to the reichstag, has been sent to 
prison, and it is understood he will be sent 
back to Kamerun for trial. 


FOUL AIR DRIVES JUDGES 
TO GOLF LINKS ON SUNDAY. 


LONDON, June 13.—Judges of the criminal 
courts who have been criticised for playing 
golf on Sunday have found the excuse that 
noxious odors and gases of the New Bailey, 
as the court buildings are called, drive them 
to get all the fresh air possible in the time 
they have free from courts. A century ago 
the Old Bailey was notorious for its odors. 
The New Balley is little improvement. The 
poor ventilation has caused many a judge's 
headache and undoubtedly many prisoners 
have suffered an extra heavy penalty be- 
cause of judicial irrftation,

A few 
months later, before the end of the year, she 
went on the stage.

RECORD ON GOLD EXPORTS 


Booking of $4,000,000 Made and 
as Much More May Be Moved 
Tomorrow. 


New York, June 13.—The week's trading In 
stocks came to an end today as quietly as 
it began. Seldom has Wall street seen six 
successive days in which speculative interest 
was at a lower ebb. Less than 40,000 shares 
were dealt in today. 

At the opening prices eased off. The only 
apparent reason was the lower range of quo- 
tations from London. While the downward 
movememt was general, it was of small pro- 
portions. Later demand expanded and the 
list made up its opening losses. At the end of 
the day changes were trivial. 


More Gold for Export. 
The week's record total of gold engagements 
for export was increased today by the book- 


arrangements had been made tentatively for 
engagement of $4,000,000 or $5,000,000 on 
Monday. Sterling exchange, after holding at 
abnormally high figures for some time, weak- 
ened today. The bank statement showed 
the expected cash loss as a result of the gold 
movement, $7,690,000, 


The weekly trade reviews were in keeping with 
the more optimistic sentiment which has been 
evident of late, 

The doubtful outlook for og donee of the July 
interest on St. Louis and San Francisco refunding 
4s caused active selling of the bonds, which sagged 
to 68%. . This is a loss of 44% 0n the week. Speoula- 
tion in bonds was relatively more active than in 
stocks, with higher prices for investment issues. 
Total sales, par value, $982,000. United States 
bonds unchanged on call on the week. 


Review of Week’s Market. 


The stock market attributed the repression of 
activity this week to expectation of the freight 
rate decision. However, torpidity was common to 
all the great financial markets. This was accom- 
panied by steadiness, indicating satisfaction with 
the progress being made toward solution of mar- 
ket problems. 

Adjustments in the foreign financial position 
were important. New York contributed, with a 
record week's export of gold, including a begin- 
ning toward London. The indication that Lon- 
don’s necessities for gold might be met efter the 
satisfaction of the French demand was a factor 
in tranquilizing sentiment abroad. 

Another factor was the promise of an early 
French loan and the unlocking of other withheld 
government refundings dating from the Balkan 
war. This tieup of capital is called the prime 
influence in the world-wide stagnation of invest- 
ment demand. Local money conditions were still 
easy. Even the usual sales of exchange against 
grain exports to come were lacking, indicating the 
expectation of financing the movement through the 
federal reserve bank. 

The government estimate of a wheat crop, 150,- 
000,000 bushels in excess of last year’s record yield, 
and the poor promise for crops abroad point to 
heavy exports.

Invaders Outplay Yankees at Mea-

- Greater Celerity. 


CROWD OF 40,000 SEES CONTEST 


Meadowbrook, L. L., June 13.—[Special.}< 
England’s forlorn hope in polo stormed the 
American citadel in the first game for the 
international cup this afternoon with such « 
vigorous assault that the Big Four of 
Meadowbrook were entirely routed, and the 
first game went to the challengers by & score 
of 8% goals to 3. he Sal 

A crowd ‘of 40,000 society folk and sport 
enthusiasts saw the contest. . 

In every department of the game the in- 
vaders excelled the men who fought for and 
won the cup in 1909 and who since have suc- 
cessfully repelled two attacks by the Eng- 
lishmen, who previous to the victory of 
Harry Payne Whitney's team had held the 
trophy in the tight little isle for twenty~ 
three years. , 

Men and Ponies Superior. 

Both men and ponies brought over by Loré 
Wimborne in queat ef the cup showed a de- 
cided superiority over the best mounts gath- 
ered under the direction of Harry Payne 
Whitney and the most formidable lineup 
that could be arranged from the candidates 
willing and anxious to do battle for the honog 
of the stars and stripes. From the moment 
that Referee Louis E. Stoddard threw the 
ball among the wriggling mass of ponies to 
start hostilities the Britons held the 
hand, : 

It came as a shock to the supporters of 
America when it was seen, before the ball 
had been in play for a minute, that the Eng- 
glish ponies were not only outrunning their 
American rivale but were so well in hand 
that when it came to a question of a quick 
turn the Irish-bred mounts almost invaria- 
bly wheeled with greater celerity than the 
American ponies.

Another supposedly lame one did good 
sefvice for Maj. Barrett. This was the mare 
Countess, which the captain of the English 
team rode in the fourth and final period. 

Pepper Corn, however, earned the chief 
share of glory which is coming to the Eng- 
lish ponies. In the fourth period this grand 
avimal carried Capt. Cheape to a goal in 
ten seconds, which, so far as known, is the 
record time for scoring in an international 
match. 


English Teamwork Superb. , 

In teamwork the Englishmen were super®, 
and no matter how quickly the ball was rid- 
den from one part of the field to another, 
there always seemed to be a man in dark 
blue uniform to meet it and either drive 
it forward or pass it to another player for 
further action. When the play was at all 
close, especially on the rare occasions that 
the English goal was threatened, the mem~ 
bers of the English team hung on to their 
respective opponents like leeches. They 
showed daring and skill in riding-off tactics 
and met with better results In this im- 
portant feature of the game than did the 
Meadowbrook men, who were no less fear~ 
less than their rivals. 

Though the sympathy of the crowd was 
with Capt. Cheape from the moment he ap- 
peared on the field, before the game ended 
Capt. Vivian Lockett, the back of the chal- 
lenging team, had fairly earned the plaudits 
of the spectators. Lockett, who was seen 
here a year ago, showed immensely im- 
proved form. His backhand strokes while 
at top speed were marvelous, and when 
Rene La Montagne by some chance got ip 
the van for a run down the @eld, the Eng- 
lish back led him a dog’s lif until he hag 
either forced him to relinquish the ball oF 
made him strike wildly for a goal. 

Accuracy in Passing Ball ; 

Capt. Cheape showed no evidence in hts 
playing of the severe ! received last 
Sunday, and he also was ina more accurate 
vein than he was in 1913, if not, perhaps, hit- 
ting as hard. There was the finest under- 
standing between two menibers of the Eng- 
lish team, Capt. Cheape and Capt. Tomkime 
son. They passed the ball to each other with 
unerring accuracy, and, when occasion de- 
manded, one would purposely override the 
ball to avait a forwerd pass by his team- 
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factor in the succeises of the Big Four in 
past matches. La Montagne, the new mem- 
bef of the combination, Was all at sea in the 
eatly play and, though he gathéred confi- 
deniée later which resulted in several long 
hits, he failed often to score when all that 
was needed was coolness and direction. 


Monty Waterbury a Star. 

Monty Waterbury was perhaps the great- 
est force on the defending team, but there 
was an excellent reason for the failure of 
Devereaux Milburn to shine in his accus- 
tomed manner. In addition to playing No. 
8 ihatead of back he had the ortuneé to 
sustain a bad fall in the opening period of the 
game. Milburn went clean over his pony’s 
head and, when hé got to his feét, préased 
his hand to his side a’ if théré might have 
been some truth in the report that he was 
suffering from a damaged rib. 

Larry Waterbury at back waé uhable to 
cope with the swift attack of the English- 
men, end, especially in the early periods, 
made many misses, some of which left op- 
portunities for a score by the opposition. 
As the game progressed Larfy improved, 
ahd when defeat was inevitable his brilliant 
shots kept the winning score down in a large 
degree. 


Engiand’s First Goal. 

When the ball was throwh ih, the khock- 
out stroke ofWaterbury was cleverly stopped 
by Lockett, who drove forward to Tomkin- 
son. Totikifson sent it in to within scofing 
distance, and Lockett, who was there by that 
time, shot it across for England's first goal 
in 50 seconds’ time. 

Capt. Cheape had the honor of scoring the 
second goal one minute and twenty seconds 
later. The defenders appeared overwhelmed 
by the swiftness of the challengérs’ attack, 
and a féw moments later the Américah goal 
again was threatened. Larry Waterbury 
saved, however, and drove to the side lines, 
where Cheape picked out the ball but missed 
the goal by a foot: On the knockout the 
Americans again drove to east side of the 
field, and it was while Milburn was attempt- 
ing to reach the ball for a long drive out of 
danger that his pony stumbied and he went 
fiying over its head for a heavy fall. During 
the remainder of the period the bal! seldom 
was far away from the American goal. The 
English goal was threatened only on one 
occasion. 


Each Side Penadlined. 

There was a feeling of hope at the begin- 
ning of the sécond pefiod that the English 
, display of éfficiehcy had perhaps béen only 
“a fldsh inthe pan. This was brought about 
by a great run of La Montagite, whé was 
backed up by Larry Watefbury. Larfy, by 
a clever stroke, placed the ball for La Mon- 
tagne, but the latte?

America’s second goal in two minutes and 
twenty-six seconds. Then, with the players 
in front of the American goal Lockett rushed 
up and evg the ball through for a goal in 
one minute and forty-nine seconds. The 
score at the end of the period was 4% to 1% 
in favor of the Britishers. 

Bngland’s attack began again at the open- 
ing of the fifth period, but with the play in 
front of the American goal Lockett missed a 
fine chance, while no American was near 
enough to interfere with his shot. Barrett 
shone th a feat play.

BOUT fifteen years age «& strong, 
husky young farmer with a love for 
baseball wae in the habit on Gatur- 
day afternoons of acting as catcher 
for the local team of Wales, N. Y., 

a small town about thirty miles south of 
Buffalo. One of the most interested spec- 
tatora at those games was &@ sturdy young- 
ster in k-iickerbockers, whose treble yells 
of “ That's the stuff, dad,” or “ Pickle iton 
the nose, dad,” were inspired more by « 
rooter’s enthusiasm than by a filial loyalty. 

That catcher and “dad” was Frank 
Schang. The youngster? was Wallie Schang, 
now regarded by many critics as the pre- 
mier backstop of the American league. Al- 
though both Wallie and his brother Bob, 
catcher for the St. Joseph club of the West- 
ern league, iow think they can give ‘‘dad” 
many pointers in the art of catching, the 
old mask and chest protector, crude affairs, 
have an honored place in the award home 
at Wales. 

S 

Wallic Schang, however, did not start his 
baseball caree> as a catcher. As the older 
gon, Bdb, fell heir to the father’s place on 
the Wales town team, Wallie was assigned 
to an infield position. Wallie’s opportunity 
came only when Bob split a finger while 
both were members of the Depew Indus- 
triale of mapew, N. ¥., in 1910. No other 
member <? the team was able to take Bob's 
position, so Wallie got his chance, and he 
has been «. catcher ever since. 

Ray Schalk of the Chicago White Sox is 
the only young catcher in recent years who 
has évefi approached the meteoric rise of 
Schang. In 1911 Schang was playing on @ 
semi-pro team for $12 to $15 a week. In 1912 
he was With Buffalo at $150 a month. Last 
year was his first with the Philadelphia 
Athletics, and his share of the world’s 
series money, $3,248, amounted to more 
than his salary. 

~~ 

Wallie Schang earned every cent of that 
$3,243 world’s seties plum. He caught for 
the Athletics in all four of their victories in 
the five game series necessary to defeat the 


New York Giants for the world’s title and 
batted 857—a mark exceeded only by 
“ Home Run ” Frank Baker and Eddie Col- 
lins of his teammates. His hits included 
a triple and a home run, and his timely bat- 
ting wae a direct factor ih winning two of 
the four games for the Athieties. 

Connie Mack said after the series: “I 
think Bchang is the greatest young catcher 
that ever broke into the major leagues.”

Walter Henty Schang Was born on Aug.

He playea 
there for two summers on Saturday after- 
noons. In 1910 Wallie and Brother Bob 
joined the Depew Industrials, where Wallie 
received $4 a week for playing third base on 
Saturdays and Sundays. It was on this 
team that the accident to Brother Bob gave 
him his chance as a catcher.

In 1911 Schang was offered a job to do 
Piecework ih the upholsetering department 
of the Pullman shops at Buffalo, which 
netted him from $12 to $15 a week. He had 
to learn the upholstering stunt, but the 
Pullmah team néeded a catcher for its Sat- 
urday, Sunday, and occasional midweek 
games. The ball players worked on a split, 
and at the end of the season Schang re- 
ceived $300 for his share of the spoils. 

It was while playing with the Pullmans 
that Schahg discovered he could bat left 
handed. In a game against the Brie team 
Wallie was struck out by a right handed 
pitcher with a broad curve. ane ewitenes

George Stallings, present manager 
of the Boston Nationals, was then manager 
of the Buffalo team of the International 
league. He saw Schang play and signed 
the promising young fellow for 1912 at a 
salary of $160 & month. Schang took part 
in forty-eight games for Buffalo and batted 
834, including twenty-five doubles, eight- 
een triples, and five home runs. That fall 
thirteen clubs putina draft. Lucky Connie 
Mack drew Schang in the grab bag.

BSchahg became a regular with the Ath- 
letics last year almost at once, although 
Mack had other good catchers. He caught 
sixty-threé games and took part in sev- 
enty-seven, accumulatipg a swatting aver- 
age of .266, with sixteen doubles, three 
triples, and three home runs. Schang al- 
ways is a dangerous man in a pinch, as 
Manager McGraw of the Giants found to 
his sorrow, and does his best work when 
under a strain. The Giants also found they 
could not run wild on the bases, as it had 
been predicted they would. Schang takes 
excellent care of himéelf, so he appears des- 
tined to live many years asa major leaguer, 

Personally Schang is a modest, unassum- 
ing tellow who dislikes to talk ¢ bout him- 
self. He stands 6 feet 0% inches tall and 
weighs 180 pounds, but is 80 well propor- 
tioned that he does hot look his weight 
when in street clothes.

Boxing to continue successfully tn the 
states where it has become legalized must 
be conducted strictly to the letter of the law.

fighters, the fighters themselves, and all 
others who have an interest, financial or 
otherwise, in the bouts. 

The Wisconsin boxing commission, of 
which Walter H. Liginger of Milwaukee ls x 
chairman, is proving to be an ideal organiga- 
tion. The measure which brought about box- 
ing in the Badger state was introduced ip 
the legislature by H. J. Hedding and at every 
important ring contest in the state Hedding 
a:ways is present, as well as Liginger and the 
other members of the commission. Working 
together in this way there is little chance for 
the fighters or the managers or the pro- 
moters to violate the rules.

The horse is of the 
pony class, short and rather thick through the 
body, and he has one well formed leg thrust 
forward, with the other curved under him in 
an attitude to be achieved only by a hobby 
horse.

Successful as the present was, it served no 
continuous purpose and it had no actual place 
to fill in the daily routine of life.

Lie Buried in Vaults. 

Mrs. John Astor has a rope of diamonds 
which she wore three years ago at the diplo- 
matic reception at the White House. It cir- 
cled her throat once, tied in a knot over her 
chest, then into another below her waist line, 
and held her fan, which fell almost to her 
knees. No jeweler will commit himself to 
place an estimate on it, but some one haz- 
arded a guess that $350,000 would cover the 
value. 

One could not enumerate all of this woman’s 
gems. There is a tiara of diamonds and emer- 
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alds, a chaplet of pearls, five stomachers of 
diamonds, a wimling bracelet of diamonds, and 
scores of loose jewels to sew in fabrics for 
trimmings. 

She has a Tiffany chain with an elaborate 
pendant in the style of the Spanish renais- 
sance of the sixteenth century. The value 
placed on thig one little ornament i $130,000, 
and yet all of its delicate beauty for her to 
command, with all of the skilled workmanship 
represented in it, with all of the refinement of 
Tiffany’s most painstaking art displayed in it, 
Mrs. Astor has not had it out of its leather 
and satin case where it has lain in the vaults 
for six years.

Millions in Gould Collection. 

One of the valuable collections of the world 
is Mrs. George Gould’s. She has a tiara of 
rose diamonds and matcheJ emeralds for which 
Mr. Gould is said to have paid $350,000. She 
has a dog collar of diamonds, with fan shaped 
designs of graduated stones running through it 
like insertion of embroidery. Three hundred 
thousand dollars is a conservative value to 
place on it. She has a rope of pearls reach- 
ing almost to her knees, a wedding present 
from her husband. 

Mrs. Edward itotesbury a few years ago 
was so incrusted with*gems when she appeared 
at the opera that one society editor printed the 
statement that she could not discover what her 
gown was like, because it only formed a screen 
on which to hang jewels. She has some of the 
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most famous diamonds in the world. When 
she was Mrs. Cromwell she had a set consist- 
ing of tiara, dog colmr. and stomacher valued 
at $300,000. Since her marriage to the Phil- 
adelphia man she has collecte] $500,000 worth 
more. The public. has been favored with only 
rare appearances of these stones recently. 

Of the other famously rich families the 
E. H. Harrimans sare said to have cornered 
one-half million dollars’ worth of the world’s 
supply of jewels without making any use of 
them. Young Mrs. J. Pierpont Morgan has 
jewelry on which she could quickly raise 
$500,000. Mrs. August Belmont has $400,000 
worth of pearls and Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont 
has invaluable sets of necklaces, btacelets, 
chains, and brooches given her by both Wil- 
lmm K. Vanderbilt and her second husband. 
The Countess Szechenyi in her first appear- 
ance in this country after her marriage, at a 
dinner and ball given her by her mother, Mrs. 
Vanderbilt, is said to have carried on her a 
display of diamonds, rubies, and pearls worth 
cusily $700,000.

W omen Tire of Gems. 

Is there a significance in the decline and 
tall of jewelry as a form of personal |decora- 
tion? Does it mean that the value of precious 
stones will go down?

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Fours Oo Beauly Sleep 


Lilldan Russell's Articles on Beauty Appear Every Day 
in The Daily Tribune.

HE most important aid to beauty is rest- 
ful sleep. Our cities are filled with tired 
eyes and faded complexions due to lack 
of sleep. If women but realized how im- 
portant it is to their general appearance, 
vivacity, and wit they would make any 
sacrifice to obtain at least eight hours 
e sleep every night of their lives. Many 
a Women read at night after they go to bed. That is 
. ® habit, and a bad one to become a victim to. Because 
hours of beauty sleep can be wasted in this way. When 
you have taken your bath at night, brushed your hair, 
cold creamed your face and hands, opened your window, 
and turned out the lights, sleep should come to you 
easily enough. 

Eating heavily at night is not conducive to sleep. 
But it is not wise, either, to go to sleep with a sen- 
Sation of hunger. Something simple and easy to digest 
will aid you in producing sleep if you are troubled 
With insomnia. Cold food is not easily digested. <A 
Slass of warm milk and crackers, toast, or scrambled 
@fZs are perhaps the best things to eat at night. 

Do not sleep on a feather mattress. That old fash- 

idea is a remnant of ignorance, Fortunately, 
in these days of advanced hygiene, the use of feather 
beds is becoming gradually extinct. Have your pillow 
Small and just high enough to raise your head on a 
level with your shoulders. Never let it come below 
your shoulders. The importance of nasal breathing is 
just as great at night as it is in the daytime. To in- 
Sure nasal breathing it is necessary that the posture 
of the body be such as to preclude the possibility of 
‘Mouth breathing. If you are a “mouth breather” sleep 
With your arms folded, so that the jaw is supported by 
the wrist of the upper arm. This position prevents and 
cures snoring. Sleep between linen sheets, if possible, 
and under light, but warm, covering. Be careful that 
Your bed is placed away from a draft. The window 
Must always be open, for when you are sleeping noth- 
ing ig as important as fresh air.

Those 
who have great cares and anxieties and have to’ work 
hard and nerve themselves up to work have this ten- 
sion unconsciously, which racks and wears them. If 
nothing ig done to cure, a general breakdown results.

Restful Sleep Is Dreamless. 

You should train yourself in the habits of sleep. Be 
regular in your hour of retiring and be sure to abstain 
from active brain work for the hour immediately pre- 
ceding going to bed. After you have gotten into bed 
an excellent practice is to lie flat on your back and take 
twenty or thirty full, deep breaths. You will find this 
no mean hypnotic. Dreams are generally associated 
with indigestion and billiousness and. a genera] restless- 
ness. You cannot afford to dream because you spend 
considerable nerve force and mental energy when you 
dream. Restful sleep is dreamless. So you must look 
to your general health and try to overcome these rest 
disturbers. 

If you are troubled with insomnia you should not 
take coffee after breakfast. Hot foot baths, a warm 
bath or cold douche to the spine, some brisk exercise 
or light massage are measures that draw the blood 
away from the brain and give relief to insomnia suf- 
ferers. 

Never lie upon your face for more than a few min- 
utes if you do not want creases to form all over your 
face. It is the practice of many while sleeping to place 
the hand or fist under the cheek and while doing so to 
wrinkle the face. These wrinkles often become perma- 
nent, Lying upon your back absolutely relaxed for 
twenty minutes before dressing for dinner will refresh 
you in every way.

A hash when crudely made is one of the 
most despised of foods, but the same thine

expertly made is one of the prime essentials 
of fine cookery. Pate de fole gras, one of the 
expensive foods of the world and greatly 
used in the highest class cookery, is a mince, 
and it can be fairly well imitated by the ex- 
pert at a tenth of the cost of the real thing. 
Perhaps the. most expert people in the 
world in making minces out of the most inex- 
pensive materials, leftovers, cooked offal, or 
what we reckon as such, great mixtures of 
vegetables, a little ham, and some meat juice, 
are the Italians. One tablespoon of meat 
with a little meat juice is extended by them 
phenomenally, and it may be from any part 
of the animal. A smali amount of chopped 
giblet is made to season a good deal of mac-

The best comparison we can perhaps make 
between their idea of the necessary amount 
of sauce and ours is to compare theirs with 
our French dressing, or any of our selad 
dressings, in amount. They make from four 
to six teaspoons of it go a long way, and thus 
do they use their sauces while we think we 
must have at least a cupful. 


Italian Spaghetti. 

The Italians cook their spaghetti and all 
its relatives in scores of ways, so there is 
only one sense in which Italian spaghetti 
means one thing and not many variations 
of a thing. People ask for receipes for true 
“Italian spaghetti." One must go to Italy, 
for in the harrow meaning this term can 
only meaty spaghetti daily fresh from the 
factory, as they have it there, where it re- 
quires but fifteen minutes to boil in lightly 
salted water with draining, to be ready for 
the scores of sauces the Italians make for 
it. To eat spaghetti in the Italian atyle, 
sprinkle it with cheese. If spaghetti is too 
old and dry it cannot be cooked soft, while 
in the case of fresh spaghetti the caution is 
not to cook it too much. An Italian cook 
who was taken to England tried to prepare 
some macaroni there, and after an hour 
went to her mistress and said that the Eng- 
lish stuff would not cook and that the devil 
had evidently put his horns into the pot just 
to spite her.

Italian Spaghetti Sauces. 

The favorite sauce for spaghetti in Italy 
is meat juice, often made by cooking a single 
pound of meat in a small amount of water 
with a mince of vegetables for seasoning. 
The meat is used for one dish, the juice for 
the spaghetti. Failing meat juice, the to- 
mato juice comes next and is universally 
used, Failing this, they use a tomato con- 
serve or paste thinned with water. A stock 
made of vegetables is one of the things used 
by the poor, who add to it, if they can get it, 
a slice of ham chopped fine and pounded to 
@ paste, some chopped parsley, onion, etc., 
cooked for a short time in a little oil. The 
Parmesan cheese, grated, 4equite univer- 
sally added to the hot spaghetti at the table. 
Stirred into the hot food, it quickly melts. 


Ordinary Italian Sauce. 

Chop up fine an onion, a tablespoon of 
parsley, a few mushrooms, a slice of sausage 
or ham or bacon, fry them all together until 
lightly brown in three or four tablespoons 
of oil, then add a cup of broth or meat juice 
and enough strained stewed tomato to flavor 
and blend the whole. The tomato is used 
without the meat juice and it igs in many 
cases added to the latter. 

Simple Mince. 

Take some cooked milk, some bread soaked 

in broth or in milk, a little onion, the tiniest

bit of garlic, parsley, and a little pepper, then 
chop the whole, making as fine as possible. 
Put the mixture in a plate or saucepan, add 
an egg, some grated Parmesan, salt, grated 
nutmeg, and form the whole into a weil 
blended paste which will serve for stuffing, 
meat balls, for small meat pies, for timbales, 
etc. 

There are as many raw pastes as cooked 
end sometimes a great number of chopped 
vegetables are used in them. If used forse 
sauce they are cooked and most generally 
in oil with a little chopped onion to start. 


Italian Mince. 

An Italian cook book of the city of Naples 
has over two dozen recipes for minces which 
are used among many other things with 
spaghetti, especially when pounded to a fine 
paste, cooked, and thinned with meat or 
tomato juice. The first of these recipes and 
the introduction to it may be translated as 
follows: ‘“ The chopped meats and the 
chopped or minced meats with egg are the 
preparations the most economical, the most 
savory, and the most necessary for the fam- 
fly as well as for any cooking of highest 
grade. Therefore, it is fitting that an expert 
cook or a father of a family should study 
their manufacture fn order that he may at 
slight expense often make dishes and utilize 
meats, which would otherwise be wasted.”

N a tashion articie iately 1 saw the sea- 
son's fashions described as “ vivacious.” 
I would go further ana call many of the 
new styles “side splitting” in their 
grotesqueness. These vagaries may pass 
muster for formal dresses: for the tub dress 
they must be absolutely taboo, 
There is one great essential of the tub dress 
it must look as well when it comes from the 
Washtub as when it enters it. The trouble

with many women is that they consider only 
the tub and not the ironing board. Many 
dresses wash well that iron badly, or take so 
much time to get results that they are im- 
practical. 

Consideration of this essential eliminates 
elaboration, especially fine plaiting, ruches, 
tiers of ruffles, shirrings, and much cording. 
Circular effects are bad as they pull out 
of shape; so are trimmings with ailks or chif- 
fons whose laundering qualities are prob- 
lematical. Binding with ribbons, even the 
yvash grade, is unadvisable, and one should 
not have silk or ribbon girdles sewed to the 
tub frock. Remember that if a dress must 
be practically remade each time it is Aun 
éered, its original purpose is lost. 

Not every material that is dubbed “‘ wash” 
deserves itsaname. In planning your practical 
tub dress, therefore, always get a sample of 
the material and not only wash it but iron 
it. Some colors stand water that change 
with a hot iron. Save for the small child 
Z do not advise shrinking the goods before 
making up; some of the freshness is undoubt- 
edly lost and often a woman can wear a dress 
an entire season with merely pressing. 

Apropos of pressing, let me say in passing 
@hat many tub dresses cane made like new 
by careful pressing with cold starch water. 
Dee « little starch, dampen slightly with a 
grite cloth, a little at a time, and presse with 
@ moderately hot iron. 

When a colored tub dress Is to be laundered 
pet the color by soaking in strong salt water 
oe in sugar of lead. Five cents’ worth of the 
latter to a gallon of water is the correct pro- 

portion. Remember in washing colored 
dresses to use lukewarm water, no strong 
goaps or alkalis, when possible wash with- 
out soap and preferably in a suds; dry in the

shade or at night, damp just before ironing. 

Just one more word on the kind of ma- 
terials for the tub frock. Much is heard 
of the wash crépes. They are beautiful, 
smart, and save untold time in ironing, but 
most of them shrink terribly. Be sure in se- 
lecting these crepes to test by measured 
samples their shrinking qualities. It pays 
to get some of the imported wash crépes, 
because they shrink less. 

Cotton voile, gingham, dimities, batiste, 
cotton ratines, and of course the cotton 
crépes, chambray, reps, and fine pique are 
excellent for the morning or utility dresses; 
for the dressier ones finer voiles, mulls, 
batiste, handkerchief linen, Paris muslin, 
and many of the new silk and cotton ma- 
terials are practical. For more elaborate 
gowns the wash net and wash chiffons can 
easily be tubbed if properly made. Dotted 
swiss is one of the “ staples" that should 
commend itself to every woman because it is 
“ dressy,”’ cool, and does not need constant 
pressing. 

Wash silks are also satisfactory; indeed, 
many prefer them to the cotton or linen even 
for the morning frock. You must, however, 
get a good quality, wash in lukewarm water, 
and iron while still damp. Make exactly 
like any other tub dress without a lining. 
If you are inclined to stoutness or perspire 
freely, a thin lawn lining to the blouse wil] 
insure better wear. 

Having chosen pattern and material fola 
the latter lengthwise and fit in the different 
portions of the skirt and blouse to give great- 
est economy of material. The advantage of 
using one pattern for different gowns is evi- 
dent by the greater ease in making the sec- 
ond one. Often the seams can be stitched 
directly on the machine without basting, 
because you know tne result will be right. 
If you have shrunk your goods be sure it Is 
smooth before cutting out or you will have 
seams awry. As I have said before, seams 
of the tub dress may be made plain and 
turned in, bound, or they can be French 
seamed. 

This season as a belt ‘or girdle is almost 
invariably worn the high waist line is less 
often used. The skirt and blouse are joined 
to a narrow beit of the material about an 
inch and a half wide which is stitched firm-

This three-door refrigerator is

Each section is finished 
before joining, save the hem of the skirt. 
The heavier cotton materials may be stitched 
to a narrow canvas belt and the joining 
covered by a straight or tucked band of the 
material or with a contrasting material it 
it is used for cuffs and collars. 

An easy way to join the thinner dresses is 
to put on the fitted blouse which has had 
the fullness at the bottom gathered, adjust 
to a becoming angle, and baste to a band of 
the material set on the inside. Now put the 
skirt over the blouse, pin together, remove, 
and baste at the waist line. Try on again 
to see if everything is right, stitch through 
all the thicknesses, or baste closely if you 
wish to avoid double stitching. Make the 
belt for the outside just wide enough to cover 
the joining and stitch on upper and lower 
edge. 

When a high waist line Is used the bottom 
of the blouse may be bound and the skirt 
joined to it by turning in the upper edge 
and stitching to the waist above its line of 
gathers. Sometimes this joining is done by 
means of a cord or bias fold basted to the 
upper part of the skirt to stand up. It is 
stitched through the extreme top of skirt 
so the fold stands loose. However, the belt 
joining is more popular just now. 

The adjusting of the collars is important. 
The line of the neck is turned in three- 
eighths of an inch and snipped well so it 
does not draw. The collar is then pinned 
to it. It may be necessary to raise or lower 
the collar at the back of the neck to give a 
greater or less spread. After the collar is 
sewn, snip the edges to correspond with the 
neck snips and bind with a bias strip of 
material, with narrow seam binding, or face 
flat. 

For a dark tub dress that needs little 
laundering it will be wiser to face neck and 
sleeves and wear with separate collars and 
cuffs. To save time and avoid basting, tiny 
buttons may be set on the under side of neck 
and sleeves and buttonholes to correspond 
can ®e worked in the cuff and collar bands. 

Finish hem at the bottom of the skirt by 
hand, especially if not sure that the dress is 
unshrinkable.

And 
there you are in the woman question with all its ramifications 
at once—you are embarked upon a sea of speculation and 
theory. In fact, there is hardly any occurrence in dally life that 
does not bring you up very soon against the woman question in 
one form or another. It cannot be escaped by calling it all 
“nerves and bad taste.” Nothing so easy as that! 

Conclusions? Most men’s conclusions about the woman prob- 
lem are made before they examine the question; mine were, I 
know. But mine have been modified by what I have lately rend, 
especially ip books by women about women.

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mdy silence a man with arguments, but you cannot create beliefs 
in bim with them. 

Beliefs are mysterious things, componaded of temperament, 
experience, and mind. They sort themselves out of the ruck of 
impressions, of thoughts and ideas, that swarm all about. Ont 
of the woman question certain conclusions have gradually 
emerged in my thinking. I cannot pretend that they are original 


‘with me; very little thinking of any sort is strictly “ original ” ; 


the emphasis alone is personal—the places where you dot the i's 
and cross the t’s, the shades of importance that you give here or 
there. ' : 

First of all the attitude of mind one should have towards the 
whole business that goes by the name of Feminism, which in- 
cludes suffrage, and a lot beside. Especially men’s attitude 
towards the movement. There is altogether too much, among 
men, of my friend’s pishing and pshawing at the whole thing. 
That ig the common reaction still of the natural male when the 
woman movement is brought to his attention in any way. To 
my thinking it is of much more importance than men as a rule 
believe. It cannot be laughed aside, or disposed of with a little 
fallacious logic like Sir Almroth Wright, or generalized as Mr. 
Martin generalizes it into a symptom of the universal sotial 
unrest of the times. It is no temporary wave of eccentricity, 
for which we may expect a reaction, as the “antis” so fondly 


hope. 
* @ 


The woman movement is the most important social movement 
of our day. I mean as a whole, not the suffrage end of it, 
which is what one hears most about. As a whole it is far more 
important than socialism or the labor movement, which are the 
only two social movements I should think of comparing it with. 
Those are both largely property adjustmenty or class readjust- 
ments, while the woman movement is more fundamental than a 
dispute over property rights. It is a world movement, an effort 
at readjustment of ideals which go down to the deepest depths 
of all civilization. It is the most direct attempt to make over 
that civilization into something a little nearer to the heart’s 
desire. 

And so I feel that men, when they sneer or piffle at the: sub- 
ject, are foolishly in danger of missing much that is of the first 
importance to themselves. What women are to become, what 
they want to become, is surely of as much importance to one sex 
as to the other. As long as men are born, marry, and beget 
children, they cannot afford to ignore or slight the chief spiritual 
interest of the other half of the race. As I expect to show more 
than once, there is not an aspect of the woman movement that 
men ought not to take a keen interest in. They have more to 
gain perhaps through a fuller development c' their natural com- 
rades than the women themselves, and as much to lose if the 
thing goes the wrong way. 

If my scientist friend had given a little real consideration to 
his wommn question, he might have had an easier bed in his old 
age. He wants peace and happy facet about him, and the only 
way he knows to get them is to give his women what they think 
they want—in the good old way. He should have seen to it in 
time that they didn’t want such absurd things and expect them 
of him. But that would have Deen Feminism—* nerves and bad 
taste.”

My friend’s womankind belong to the parasite class. He 
might shrink from this definition, but they are one and all beau- 
tiful examples of the unconscious parasitism of the more pros- 
perous women of our civilization. ‘They wre nice, well bred, 
fairly refined, chaste women, who try to make home pleasant 
with little social arts and to have as much of an innocent good 
time as they can. .They may dabble in some kind of charity 
and there their responsibility seems to end. In an innocent form 
like this or in more deadly forms the parasites infest our life. 
Mr. Hard calls them the “ wasters,” designating only the ex- 
cessive types of the class. But the parasites—women who live 
off their sex in a legalized and respectable Omnner—are «6

numerous class, much more numerous than their less fortunate 
sisters at the other end of the social scale, who, because of their 


_ weaktiess or economic inferiority, also live directly off their sex. 


I believe as a whole they are more insidiously corrupting than 
the prostitutes. They spread moral disease by imitation. The 
idle and frivolous and wasteful woman is a curse—a curse that 
falls most heavily on a rich material civilization like ours. 

The parasite must go—that is one of the first tenets of femi- 


nism as I read it. All the feminist writers uave something to [ 


way about this class of women ; all recognize the degradation of a 
condition that produces parasitism, when women are not only 
willing to live off their sex but.compete frantically for the 
privilege of making the best barter of their sex in the trade. 
Some feminists, like Mrs. Gilman, accuse men of produ the 
condition of sex parasitism. etzespcleynspate: se 
blame back and forth between the sexes. It is a condition for 
which the remedy must be sought in both sexes 
* 


There is no doubt that men are to blame; that they encourage 
the system of legal and respectable parasites among their womep. 
Bach sex is largely what the other sex wants it to‘be. Women 
are idlers, wasters, spenders, parasites, when they are, because a 
great many men like that type of woman. These are the women 
who marry more easily and who attach thelr:men to them because 
a certain kind of man prefers the legal mistress to the independ- 
ept equa] for a mate; just as the predatory and sensual male—- 
ignorant and cunning and ruthless—is the sort of man that many 
women cling to. They feel confidence in his power to protect 
them and to give them what they want. It is a vicious circle 
The only way to break it is for each sex to realize the degrada- 
tion of this sort of alliance and to maintain its own ideal of what 
is best. That may seem an impossible counsel of perfection—but 
feminism in its large sense is a counsel of perfection. 

As long as man is what he is, there will be a certain encour- 
agement for the parasite woman. Some men will prefer them to 
their more honest sisters. It is a corrupt passion, like other cor- 
rupt passions. But men who marry idle and sensual and luxury 
loving women will not leave behind them strong families. In a 
sense, therefore, this parasite is self-exterminating. 

* *s 

The quicker relief, however, will come from women themselves. 
The more highly intelligent amd better charactered women have 
never been wholly parasitic at any time and are less so today 
than ever before. Women who are so placed in the world as not 
to be obliged to work are working seriously, and are eager for 
every opportunity of public service. Their ideal must prevail 
against that of their weaker sisters. At present it is perfectly 
respectable, even creditable, for a “nice” woman, a “good 
woman,” to be a practical parasite; but we may expect the time 
when it will be as socially disgraceful for a young woman to “ do 
nothing” as for a young man, as disreputable to be a childless 
and idle woman as to be—the other thing which until recently 
Was never mentioned in polite society. 

The woman movement, I take it, is bringing this day nearer. 
“Give us labor!” Olive Schreiner cried, realizing that self-respect 
must be based fundamentally on work, real work, and that the 
only way out for women from a state of partial dependence and 
wex bondage is through work—the only real equality with men 
will come through work. 

I was not so absurd, perhaps, in my suggestion that the scien- 
tist’s daughters should be taught trades! 

Of course to those millions of women who have found their 
jobs, who are working either in homes or out in the world at 
large, all this talk about parasitism will seem ridiculous. Let 
them ask themselves, however, what they would become if they 
had the choice—some man’s petted plaything or a working 
woman? Let them search their hearts for the seeds of parasitism.

Its attention is given now to all abuses, 
whether It be to human or beast, and many 
Sane political measures have been the out- 
come of its activities. 

The mayor has called a counci! of five alder- 
men to consider the most effective means of 
ridding the community of danger from mad 
dGogs. In the last month thirty people were 
bitten by dogs in Chicago, almost one a day, 
and yet we are not surprised at this if we 
Tealize the carelessness and cruelty of the 
average citizen with regard to these animals. 
In some neighborhoods they are allowed to 
roam.the streets without proper food and 
Grink and to multiply unduly until, as was 
the ‘case in several! places on the south side, 
whole colonies of them were found under 
the sidewalks and in the deserted basements 
of ‘houses and had to be exterminated much 
in the manner of rats. 

The Anti-Cruelty society advocates pre- 
vention in this matter by keeping a refuge 
for stray animals where those which are in 
@ fair state of health are cared for for a rea- 
sonable time until a home is found for them. 
If they are not in a fit condition, they are 
humanely put out of their misery for good. 
The society will be glad at any time to make 
the proper disposition of any animal brought 
to its refuge. 


—. : 

Perhaps one of the best institutions in- 
cident to the society is the humane educa- 
tion now a part of the public school educa- 
tion of every child. This bending of the 
young mind towards justice and Kindness 
has already resulted in a marked improve- 
ment in the condition of animals in certain 
neighborhoocs. Much has also been accom- 
plished by the society in procuring the bet- 
terment of conditions in the stockyards, and 
much is yet to be accomplished. 

In Germany and Switzerland the law pro- 
vides that animals must be stunned before 
they are slaughtered and any one breaking 
this iaw is liable not only to fine but im- 
prisonment. There is no such law in this 
country and the society ie putting forth 
every effort to have it adopted. Edith 
Wyatt was instrumental in many reforms 
at the stockyards. 

Horses are equally under the protection 
and surveillance of the society and it will 


' @ee thet any one abusing a horse in any 


way whatsoever receives the full meas- 
wre of the law deserved by the offence. All 

should have the cheerful, sprightly 
took of the mounts of the police force, thinks 
the society. It is health and care that keeps 
@ horse attractive and intelligent as well as 
efficient, and the society is doing as much as 
the motor car to lighten the burden of these 
faithful animals. A blind or infirm horse 
is @ rare sight now on the streets. 

Abie legai aid has been donated to the 
@ociety on behalf of its charges during the 
last few years. It also had an exhibit at 
the dog and cat show of waifs which had 
been left in its charge and developed into 
presentable specimens of animal life under 


3  fta benevolent charge. 
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All that the society does is sane and sci- 
entific. A quotation from its annual report 
wili convince any one that it has never be- 
longed to the sentimentaliet cult: 


When money is needed for so many excellent 
eharites, we do not believe it right to use it in 
keeping alive dogs and-cate that are diseased or 
that no one cares to own. We believe it better 
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One of the most beautiful clubwomen 
at the biennial of the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs is Mrs. Elsie Redfield 
Drury, oorresponding secretary of the 
American Woman's club of Montreal.

Of course, the greatest work by far that 
the Anti-Cruelty society does is in behalf of 
little children who have fallen into the hands 
of cruel adults who force them to work or 
abuse then by the infliction of bodily punish- 
ment. Last year 439 of these little unfortu- 
nates were cared for by the society.

“Feminism has three grades: 


“1. Woman is a person; she is a human 


being; she is an individual; she is an entity. 
Therefore she has a right to a voice in gov- 
ermment.

Therefore she should vote. 

“2. Woman being an independent entity, 
she should support herself. Therefore she 
should be dependent upon no other person for 
maintenance. Therefore she should secure 
economic freedom. 

“3. Woman being an independent entity 
and economically free, she should not be de- 
pendent upon the whim of some man to 
marry her or not, as he chooses; but she is 


entitled to settle the question of motherhood 


for herself, to take it or leave it as she 
pleases. She should be free to produce off- 


spring in wedlock or out of it, as it suits her 


convenience, by one father or by several. In 
a word, feminism in its complete form applies 
the root idea of independence to all three 
provinces of human life—to the economic, to 
the political, to the parental.

Armed with these charges against the 
woman movement I went to Mrs. Grace

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ASHINGTON, D. C.—[Special Cor- 

respondence.]—** Presidents, pre- 

cedents, and precedence—how do 

you ever keep them straight, here 

in Washington?” sighed the newcomer last 

fall. (They were pretty much all newoom- 

ers last fall, you know.) And the old stager 

smiled. “My dear, the presidents make 

the precedents—socially as well as in every 

other line, and they and the high administre- 

tion officials are about the only ones who 

take precedence seriously to heart.” Which 
is perfectly true. 

There used to be a theory—one sees it set 
forth circumatantially in print occasionally 
even now—that the president of the United 
States never entered one of the embaasies 
or legations in Washington, as said em- 
bassies and legations are technically foreign 
territory, and it is not lawful for the presi- 
dent to pass out of United States territory 
during his term of office. 

“T. R.” let daylight through that “ pre- 


cedent’’ when just before the close of his: 


administration he drove gaily and rather 
ostentatiously up to the Austrian embassy 
in a White House carriage, and made a 
farewell call on his good friends, the Am- 
bassador and Mme. Hengelmulier. President 
Tatt, if memory served, did not hesitate to 
accept an invitation to dinner at the French 
embassy, that happened to look good to 
him, and delighted the German M. P. and 
E. E. by dropping in informally te tea one 
afternoon. Of course the president does not 
do that sort of thing often, and when he 
does it is distinctly understood that the 
flouting of precedent is not to be regarded 
@s having any Official significance or to be 
made into an international episode. 

Then that other theory that an invitation to 
the White House is a “command” wh'ch 
no one ever thinks of disregarding. That's 
all tommy rot. The time when even a dinner 
invitation to the White House was a “ com- 
mand’’ is long since past. Any one who 
doesn’t want to accept it does not hesitate 
to say “I pray you have me excused.” This 
year the White House state dinners were 
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knocked galley west. by | the president's ow 
course—his reckless disregard of ceaies 

Really, Washington frequently treats ihe 
White House rather cavalierly and doesn’t 
seem to realize in the least that it is doing 
so. For anything less than a dinner three- 
quarters of the invited guests seem to think 
no response at all is necessary. They go or 
they do not go, according to how they feel 
about it when the time comes, but they do 
not take the trouble to advise their hosts 
of their intentions one way or the other. 

A comparative newcomer asked on; of the 
older residents one day whether it was nec- 
essary to send her card or any forma! regret 
because she had not gone to one of the White 
House musicals to which she had been asked. 
“I meant to go, but I didn’t get there: it 
isn't necessary to send an explanation now, 
is it?” She was startled when the response 
came: “It seems to me that it is nevessary 
to treat the White House with commcn 
courtesy. I always acknowledge every in- 
Vitation, even those to the big re-eptions. 
Any hostess likes to have some idea of how 
many people are coming to her parties; and 
when she is planning to serve suppe-:, which 
they do at all the evening functions sow, 
it is decidedly embarrassing not to have any 
Gefinite idea how many to provide for.’’ 

That is the embarrassing position in which 
Washington society does not hes.,late to 
place the White House; and it was brouxht 
out in the house not long ago that the cst 
of official entertaining, so far as the ref~esh- 
ments served go, at any rate, is pa'd frcm 
the president's persona] income, not from 
any fund provided from the public treasury. 

People who really know how to do thiags 
know, moreover, that acceptances or regrets 
should not be sent to the White House by 
mail. All White House invitations, in Wash- 
ington, at least, are sent by messen.zer, and 
all responses to them should, according to 
“ official etiquette,’’ go by hand, 

Of course they have to go by hand, because 
one never, never puts any address on them. 
“ The President and Mrs. Wilson,’ that’s all. 
And the postman might not know where to 
find them. Or “ The Secretary of State and 
Mrs. Bryan "—just that and nothing more. 
Presidents, cabinet members, first assistant 
secretaries, and the Supreme court have no 
Christian names which the envelopes of for- 
mal ceremony are expected to recognize.

Most of ‘the Trest—second and third assistant 
secretaries, senators and rep esentatives (ex- | 
cept, of course, army and navy officers, who 
have the titles of their rank)—are addressed 
as *“‘ Hon.”—and “‘ Mrs,” of course, if they 
happen to have wives—and are allowed their 
Christian names.

But it 
will be noticed that while in the case of the 
associate justice the name is repeated, in the 
cage of the chief jistice and his wife it is not. 

And when it comes to the diplomats the ad- 
dressing or formal correspondence to them 
is just ful) of clever little catches. One gets 
in the habit of writing rather awkwardly 
“the ambassador of" in the cases of repre- 
sentatives of France, Russia, England, etc., 
and suddenly finds that it is Correct to say 
“ the Japanese ambassador " instead of “ the 
ambassador of Japan.’ And it takes time 
to learn who is merely “his excellency” 
and who is a whole lot more—like, for in- 
stance, “ His Excellency the Imperial Ger- 
man Ambassador and Countess von Bern- 
storff.""

tions of journalism. Here it ig that the track- 
weary chronicler must sit himself down and com- 
pose for the season's mausoleum an appropriate 
epitaph. Shall he hang upon the tomb a kindly lamen- 
tation, he ponders, speaking of the dead nothing but 
good, or shall he be candid and say the painful truth? 

Perhaps it matters not. The difficulty fs to say any- 
thing at all. A friendless and unfriendly thing, this 
season just ended, with scarcely an item upon which 
to base a memoir. I suppose that if both managers 
and playgoers could express their sentiments regard- 
ing it they would proceed witk ghoulish pleasure to 
dance upon its grave. In melancholy retrospect I recall 
“The Under Dog,” “At Bay.” “The Deadlock,” “ The 
Man Who Would Live,” “Her Own Money,” “A Mod- 
ern Giri,” “The Winning of Barbara Worth,” “The 
Elixir of Youth,” “ Panthea,” and other symptoms, and 
I need go no further with a diagnosis of the moving 
picture’s popularity. Attendance upon any one of that 
incredible list of vapid inefficiencies meant a malicious 
enmity to the theater for life. 

Few seasons within recollection have shown so lit- 
tle progress of plays and players—es observed on 
this neglected frontier. Mr. Lait with his snappy whip 
cracker, “ Help Wanted,” looms up as a prospect; Miss 
Jean Webster likewise as a practitioner of the sun- 
shine and tears formula in “Daddy Long-Legs,” with 
the heroine progressing comfortably from rags to richea 
But there it ends.

About this time Corbett was crazy to start 
a saloon in the city of New York, and I had 
discovered “ Way Down Bast.”’

theater. I was producing plays on an in- 
creasing scale and realized that I must have 
a New York house of my own through which 
to exploit thém. Not long after 1 had made 
up my mind to do this I met J. M. Hill, who 
was anxious to get rid of his theater—the 
Manhattan. 

“Will you take the lease of my theater?” 
said he, 

“ Yes, at my price,” said I. 

He wanted something like $30,000 a year. I 
offered $20,000 and got it. At that time 1 was 
doing business with Florenz Ziegfeld, man- 
aging the first tour of Anna Held through 
the country. Ziegfeld was present at the ne- 
gotiations with Hill and declared himself in 
for a one-half interest in the theater. 

Having at last got a theater of my own, 
I determined to try out “ Way Down Bast,” 
& play in which I had supreme confidence. 
This play was written by Lottie Biair Parker 
at a time when her husband, Harry Doel 
Parker, was working in my office as book- 
ing agent. Mrs. Parker had submitted to 
me two or three bad plays before, and I 
had turned them down. Parker, who con- 
sidered his wife an infallible dramatic genius, 
conceived the idea that somehow I had be- 
come prejudiced against her work, and they 
decided to submit her next effort anony- 
mously. So one summer day Mra. Fernan- 
dez, the agent, now dead, handed me three 
manuscripte. 

“Whe wrote them?” said I. 

* Never mind,” said she. 

One of them was called “ Annie Laurie.” 
I started to read it. At the end of the first 
act I knew it Was @ great thing; at the end 
of the fourth I knew it would make a for- 
tune. Next day I sent for Parker and said: 
“Find out who sent these plays here!"’ 

He looked them over and replied: 
wife did.” 

“It will need a lot of fixing,”’ said I. 
“ Now, I will give your wife a per cent of the 
gross receipts until it reaches $10,000, and 
you must let me do what I please with the 
play.” 

This Parker and hie wife agreed to. I 
got Joseph Grismer to fix up the play and 
gave him a thfrd interest in it for his work. 
The play was afterward named “ Way 
Down East,"’ and made over a million . 
of which Grismer’s share was $350,000. 

—S 

“Way Down East" is one of the great 
shining lights as a money maker. At first 
the public refused to take it very seriously. 
I kept it at the Manhattan theater for seven 
months, and during that whole time I did not 
have a winning week. But my confidence 
in the play had not waned one whit, and I 
kept it going just to make a metropolitan 
reputation for it for road purposes. And re- 
sults justified my confidence. The first time 
“Way Down Bast” went to St. Louis it 
played to $1,900 in nine performances, then 
for a year it went about accumulating fame, 
and when it returned to St. Louis the fol- 
lowing year it did $13,000 worth of business 
in one week. 

On its return to New York this remarkable 
drama held the boards at the Academy of 
Music for nine months at average receipts 
of more than $10,000 a week. 

“Way Down Bast” has played in the city 
of Chicago in the last fourteen or fifteen 
yeare an average of four weeks a year, and 
has never taken in less than $10,000 a week. 
In short, it cleaned up $120,000 in Chicago 
alone. Boston has netted this play $100,000 
in fifteen years. To go back, its gross re- 
osipts in Chicago were about $600,000. It is 
the best paying piece of theatrical prop- 
erty, with the exception of “ Ben Hur” and 
“ The O14 Homestead,” that I know of. Ar41 
think of it! Corbett sold his one-quarter in- 
terest in this great money maker for prac- 
tically a mess of pottage!

Some 
of the Chicago boys would much rather stay 
at home with their dogs than go up tothe 
lake without them, and then mothers and 
fathers are as indulgent as the little people. 

There are times when there are all the way 
from ten to twenty-five animals of different 
tribes in the baggagé rooms of the boats, not 
to mention any that have been é¢mugzgied 
into the staterooms despite the closest scru- 
tiny of the boat orew. 

Thousands of Chicagoafis are how prepar- 
ing for the regular summer é¢xXo0dus to the 
country and the lakes.

VERY motorist imagines he would be 

a little better off if he could do some- 

thing to get more power out of his 

engine, and as a rule he buys a ict 

ef accessories to obtain this end, to say 

nothing of fussing with different grades 

of oils and fuel and tinkering with the car- 
bureter. 

The double spark has led many manu- 
facturers of T head motors to fit their power 
plants with two point magnetos and there 
is no argument against the statement that 
two sparks in the cylinder, on opposite sides, 

ignite the gas quicker than one and 

permit combuetion of more gas in 

the valve pockets than if there were only 
one set of plugs. 

There are to be found on the market to- 
dey phigs that are made especially to give 
two sparks in the cylinder at the same time— 
or so nearly synchronized as to be perfect 
practicaliy. In one the insulation is shaped 
to form a double V, the smaller V being 
located in the center and terminating in a 
sharp point above the spark gap, the claim 
being that each explosion cleans the points. 
There are two distinct electrodes and when 
used for double spark the high tension wire 
is attached to one of the binding posts on 
the side. The current passes through the 
electrode, across the gap, through the other 
electrode, out the binding post on the other 
aide, across a wire which attaches to an 
ordinary single plug, and thus produces 
two sparks in the cylinder at the same time. 

The plug can be used as a single one by 
turning the “ keeper’ shown at b, so as 
to ground the circuit on the shell of the plug. 
At c there is a special insulation of mica to 
prevent loss of current, while the letter a 
Andicates the V shaped insulation mentioned.

“So much has been said of Illincis mud 
roads and their condition that many motor- 
ists are heading southeastward through In- 
diana for spring trips, but if it is possible te 
get through I expect to make the trip to Ster- 
ling and Rockford next week.

1. The Chicago Motor club party, whitch 
included Gov. Dunne, went out Washington 
boulevard and Lake street through May-~- 
wood, the St. Charlies road through Elm- 
hurst, Lombard, and Wh mn to Geneva. 
Here the Lincoln highway reached and 
followed. This runs through De Kalb, Crea- 
ton, Rochelle, Ashton, Franklin Grove, and 
Dixon to Sterling a distance of 117 miles. 
The Lincoln highway is thoroughly marked 
‘with red, white, and blue bands on telephone 
and telegraph poles all the way from Geneva 
to Sterling. 

2. President Hayes of the Chicago Motor 
club is authority for the statement that prac- 
tically every inch of that road has been 
dragged this year and is a fine bit of mo- 
toring highway. Practically half of the 
entire road is hard, with some gravel, but 
mostly of stone surface. 

3% Follow the above route through May- 
wood, only keeping straight ehead at Fifth 
avenue, Maywood. Go through Addison, 
Bloomingdale, and Ontarioville to Bigin.

By way of North Judson the distance is 111 
miles,

Vega is a sirian star and is more rarefied 
than its great northern rivals, Arcturus and 
Capella.

Solar stars are hotter than sirian stars, but 
Vega shines with a hundred times greater 
brilliance than our sun would were it at the 
same distance from us, 

—— 

Its distance from us is estimated at from 
thirty to thirty-five light years. It is travel- 
ing towards the solar system at the rate of 
ten miles a second. The solar system is 
traveling towards it at the rate of twelve 
miles a second. Ina half million years Vega 
and the solar system will pass by each other. 

Léok at it tonight, if the sky be clear and 
observe the point in the heavens towards 
which our sun with planets is traveling. 
Vega marks, or seems to mark, the path of 
our movement, 

Vega; Capella, and Arcturus form a great 
triangle across the sky. Vega is twenty 
degrees nearer the pole star than Arcturus 
and seven degrees further from it than Ca- 
pella, which ig the brightest star near the 
pole. 

In May Vega rises as the sun sets. Capella, 
on the opposite side of the pole, is the gem 
of the northwest. In the fall when Capella 
is rising in the northeast, Vega is descending 


T« lucide or brightest star of the con- 
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to the northwestern hortson, Then Arcturus 
is below the horizon. 

Both Vega and Capella are 80 close to the 
pole that they may be seenfat some time in 
the night every night. 

Vega has been the pole star and will be the 
pole star again when the earth's axis has 
swung around 11,500 years in the procession 
of the equinoxes. 

Vega .is attended by four little stars which 
form an oblique parallelogram and this 
might be used to identify the star if its own 
brilliance left any doubt to the eyes which are 
turned in its direction. 

The Lyre, of which Vega is the sapphire 
sun, is another of the consteliations which 
have been known alike to many separated 
peoples. Barly Britons knew it as King Ar- 
thur’s harp, early Christians called & King 
David's harp, the Persians knew it as the 
Lyre, and ine Czechs named it the Fiddle in 
the Sky, Vega itself is the harp star.

One of the most effective 
little gardens in Holland, Mich., ls a patch 
of annual poppies which sow themselves and 
every spring make a bower of fine color last- 
ing until late in the fall. Prepare the earth 
and scatter mixed poppy seed extravagantly. 

The Iceland poppy of various colored flow- 
ers with feathery foliage on long stems is 
pretty. The California poppy, the Eschol- 
tizia, golden as sunlight, is becoming more 
popular every year. One sort lies close to 
the ground and another growstall. Itis sat- 
isfactory to have in a border.

The Inframicroscopic and the Supratelescopic Universes. 


' “aE discovery of two new worlds or 
1. universes—one of them so small that it 
could be placed on the point of a pin, 
the other so vast that our whole solar 
system is relatively but an atom—hae been 
announced by Fournier D’Albe, the Dublin 
scientist. These new worlds, new in that 
they have been discovered and described for 
the first time, though actually infinitely old, 
are closely connected with our terrestrial 
world. One of them forms part of our world, 
our world forms part of the other, although 
in both cases an almost inconceivably small 
part. 
Descriptions of the minuteness of the one 
world and the awful vastness of the other 
seem indeed at first reading—to the layman 


at least—to be pieces of wildly imaginative 


writing. The figures, however, interest be- 
cause of their mere size. 

In the tiny world, the infra-world Mr. 
D’Albe terms it, volumes is reduced .10**, 
which when written out gives the following 
tremendous numeral:

Before the days of the microscope if one 
had told even the intelligent man that a dew 
drop contained thousands of animals that 
eat, fight, love, and die all within a marvel- 
ously short space of time, he would have 
been thought a candidate for the order of out 
patients of Bedlam. Today the high school 
boy accepts this as a proven fact. Indeed, 
by the ald of the magnifying glass he actu- 
ally can see them. 

If then the microscope has brought te 
view this hitherto unsuspected life, a teem- 
ing life that has existed all about man since 
man first evolved, but. until comparatively 
recently totally unknown, may not an in- 
strument superior to the microscope reveal 
still further worlds? This, of course, is 
merely a negative argument. To prove that 
a thing might exist does not prove that it 
does exist. But Mr. D’Albe bas discovered 
a number of coincidences which he believes 
are positive arguments. 

Now no man has seen a molecule, he states, 
but years of experiments by numerous scien- 
tists have given us a fair idea of their 
size and weight. Furthermore, the diameters 
of atoms and electrons are known, the for~- 


mer being .6 micromillimeter, the latter one- 


millionth of a micromillimeter, or 10-** centi- 
meters. Taking the diameter of the earth 
Mr. D’Albe finds that the ratio of the di- 
ameter of the earth to the diamter of an elec- 
tron is approximately 10**, or 10,000 trillions 
to 1. And this, he believes, is nothing less 
than the ratio of the scales of successive 
universes.

Just as the earth revolves about the sun, 
so does an electron revolve about its central 
atom. The electron therefore corresponds 
with the planets, such as the earth of our 
solar system, and the atom corresponds with 
the sun. He then goes on to show how far 
the analogy holds good. 

Time and space, one must admit, are pure- 
ly relative. We judge time by the course 
of events—by the rotation of the earth or 
the earth’s revolution about the sun. Our 
idea of space is formed from our own bodies 
or by the size of the earth. 

If, therefore, at one instant all events— 
such as the rotation of the earth and its 
revolution about the eun—and all timepieces 
were accelerated 1,000 times, we would have 
no knowledge of the event. 

Also if at one instant ell thinga inchuding 
houses, mountaina, the earth, our own bodies, 
and all measuring instruments were re- 
duced 1,000 times, in this case also we would 
be ignorant of the change. We judge the size 
of a house by comparing it with other houses, 
with trees or other surrounding objecta, with 
our own bodies, or by measuring parts of it.

In then time and space are relative and if 
we were 10-*? smaller, small enough to live 
on an electron, we would judge space by our 
own bodies or the size of our electron and 
time by the electron’s rotation or its revo- 
lution about its central atom. 

A terrestrial year comprises a period of 
8x10’ seconds, the revolution of the average 
electron about its atom is accomplished in 
2x10-'*. The ratio of these two periods, 
therefore, is practically 10**, or substantial- 
ly the same ratio ae that of the diametera—e 
surprising coincidence. 

It is this curious circumstance, Mr. D’ Albe 
believes, that is one of the strongest indi- 
cations of the existence of an almost incon- 
ceivably small universe where conditions 
greatly resemble our own. Having discov- 
ered, as he believed, the ratio of the scales 
of successive universes, it appeared a strong 
proof of the truth of his theory to find that 
time in the infra-world wes in agreement

D’ Albe states, is t me as that of most 
our stars, 3,500,000 centimeters per seoond. 

The density of the electron, the planet of 
the infra-world, is not the same as the dens- 
ity of the earth. But the larger the mass of 
the members of our solar system the less is 
the density—Jupiter has only about one- 
fourth the density of the earth and thesun is 
specifically lighter than this. We would sup- 
pose, therefore, that the minute infra-planet 
would be very dense, and Mr. D’Albe states 
that its density is nearly a billion times great- 
er than that of our planet. 


Mr. D’Albe also then describes infra-world 
mechanics and physics, giving tables, and 
infra-astronomy. He believes that “ the 
largest object visible in the infra-world is 
one of the smallest visible objects in our own 
world.

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The Great Need of Our Time

SKED what the really great things are which mankind has won 
in the last thousands of years, the imagination rushes to all 
kinds of technical wonders. Steamships and the railways 
are pictured and further back the gunpowder and the printing 

=J press; we admire the great cities which men have built and 
the canals which they have dug; and there seems no end to the glorious 
achievements. But when we begin to think seriously and pierce a little 
deeper, we soon discover that all these outer things are, after all, less 
important and less decisive than some of the inner great changes which 
have come to mankind. The message of love which religion brought, 
the gospel of freedom, the spirit of culture, the belief in the blessing of 
work, the awaking of the social conscience, have all changed the world 
more than any of the outer wonders. Every great revolution has come 
from the human heart. 

It is not different when we think: what is the really great need of today? 
What ought to be changed to make our life more worth living and to raise 
our nation to unprecedented heights? Of course, much might be im- 
proved in our surroundings. Many inventions might serve us; many 
measures might help us: and yet the greatest must still come from within. 
We need again a great new message to stir the soul of the nation. We 
have the spirit of freedom and of love and of work and of good will. Yet 
there is something deeply wrong 
with our time, and a better to- 
morrow can be hoped for only if 
a great change comes to our inner 
world. 

The thousand social ailments of 
our day can be cured only by one 
remedy: our generation needs 
more self-control, more discipline. | 
It is easy to draw an absurd cari- [ 
cature of discipline, as if it meant 
a kind of old-fashioned tyranny, 
which forces the will of one man f 
on another. There is a nobler 
kind of discipline: a man is to be- 
come his own master, instead of 
being a slave to the tyranny of his 
low and cheap desires.

The 
timber is burned and not replanted; millions of tons of coal are ruined in 
the mines. If there were more self-discipline in the spirit of the country, 
such selfish destruction would be checked. The duty to the coming 
generations would call a halt.

The police is ineffective; the street cleaning is wretched; the 
municipal life everywhere is riddled, not by real viciousness, but simply * 
by this thoughtless, careless public feeling, which shrinks from any stern 
demand and lets things go as selfishness shapes them. The mud in our 
streets and the mud in our politics cry for the broom of discipline. If 
youth does not learn self-control and discipline and the spirit of obedience 
to authority, it can be no surprise that there are twenty times more murder 
cases to the million of population in our country than in western Europe, 
and a hundred times more railway 
accidents than over there. 

In one complaint all layers.of . 
our nation agree: the cost of living’. 
is too high. But no tariff caf* 
eradicate the fundamental evil,, 


r 


[F the lesson of self-discipline had 

been learned, no one would crave 
the new-fashioned gowns which 
adds much to the cost of living, 
when last season’s gown might 
just as well be used. But we pay 
not alone with our purse: we have 
to pay with our health and our 
nerves, with our conscience and 
our morality, because this lack of 
self-discipline makes all the selfish, 
frivolous and lascivious desires 
grow rankly. The auto, the kino 
and the tango have become the 
symbols of our amusement craving 
time. All kinds of little remedies 
are prescribed.

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“THAT war with Mexico may be averted is an encouraging prospect. That mediation 
That the occupation of Mexico is simply 
being postponed is a military feeling that unfortunately seems to prevail.

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Not only did the sergeant speak with 
deep conviction, but deep feeling, as well.

as the case may be, it is probable 
that Johnny still remains in igno- 
rance of his exact destination. There 
are certain facts that he does learn, 
however, and all of them tend to 
confirm the old sergeant’s words. 
Among the enlisted men as in officers’ 


‘clubs there always are to be found 


those whose minds are reservoirs of 
statistics, which they are eternally 
ready to pour forth. 

He learns that the Orange Free 
State and the Scuth African Repub- 
lic —as the Transvaal once had the 
right.to call itself — together have an 
area of about 163,000 square miles 
and a population of 887,000. The 
Orange Free State is almost, but not 
quite, as large as Virginia. Mexico, 
in extent, is nearly 748,000 square 
miles. Its population is nearly 
11,800,000. For every Boer in exist- 
ence there are more than _ ten 
Mexicans. The proportion of fighting 
units is about the same; one in five. 

In dealing with Mexico we have one 
possible advantage that Great Britain 
did not have in its affair with the 
Boers. We are closer to the scene 
of action. This advantage is however 
largely if not wholly neutralized by 
the great length of the Mexican 
frontier; also by the character of that 
frontier. In all other respects Eng- 
land, in her Boer war, had advantages 
that are wholly denied to us. 


HE Mexicans have a very respect- 
able army; the Boers had none. The 
regular army of Great Britain stands 
high among the armies of the world: 


ours numbers less than seventy 
thousand men. The younger genera- 
tions of the Boers were without 


experience in warfare; of late years 
the Mexicans, of all ages, have 
indulged in few other pursuits. 
Little wars, in India and elsewhere, 
always afford the Briton a chance to 
keep his hand in; except for the 
Spanish War, with its one small land 
battle and half dozen skirmishes, and 
the bushwacking ffights in the 
Philippines, we have been without 
such experience within the memory 
of any man young enough to go and 
fight. 

Again, except by sneaking them 
across the short and comparatively 
well-policed Portugese border from 
Lorenzo Marques, the Boers had little 
or no opportunity to replenish 
depleted stores of arms and ammuni- 
tion. Nothing we can do will prevent 
the Mexican from getting all he 
wants. Forced loans, together with 
confiscation of mine revenues and the 
like, will pay forthem. Ports of entry 
are not required in order to bring 
them in. Mexico has something 
more than six thousand miles of coast. 
Our navy can maintain no effective 
blockade against a stretch such as 
that. Bmgland’s navy could not do 
it. The combined navies of the world 
could hardly do it. 

The theater of the Boer 
consisted partly of fertile plains, 
partly of hills, partly of prairie. The 
same is true of Mexico. But the 
South African prairie usually can 
boast a certain degree of fertility. 
A large portion of the Mexican 
prairies are among the most impos- 
sible and impassible deserts that the 
planet affords. Its hills are apt to 
be rugged mountains, replete with 
fastnesses that can be held by a squad 
against a brigade.

I have shot with 
him many times since, and nothing 
can persuade him to put another coat 
of paint on the town. The humilia- 
tion of defeat was the _ greatest 
temperance lecture possible. 
Trap-shooting is a splendid pas- 
time for women. It is a tonic for 
the nervous system and makes a 
woman agile and alert. I have shot 
in many matches with women and 
have never seen an ungraceful one at 
the traps. The sport is most suit- 
able to the gentle sex, for woman’s 
quick perception both of eye and 
brain are splendid factors in the 
make-up of the shooter. In the be- 
ginning, women did not take to the 
shot gun because it was synonymous 
with death to the feathery denizens 
of the air. She who we call Grand- 
mother, Mother, Aunt, Sister, Wife 
-and Daughter love innocent nature 
too much to destroy it for sport.
